MOVING FREIGHT IN THE YARDS. 


Borraro, N. T., Aug. 21.—1 4. m.—[Spe- 
_ -ial.]—Officials of the New York, Lake Erie 


and Western railroad have just received in- 
formation that the mail train from New York, 


due here at 10 o’clock, was wrecked eight 


miles east of Attica, forty miles from here. 


The dispatch bringing the news states it was a 


deliberate attempt on the part of some one to 
completely wreck the train. 

Two miles out of Linden, while the train 
was runving at the rate of thirty miles an 
hour, the engine suddenly jumped the track, 
going down an embankment thirty feet high.

nearest house is half a mile away, and ont of 
the residents said to the trainmen that he had 


noticed three men loafing around the neigh- . 


borhood just before dark. 

The engineer and fireman of the train had 
evidently received orders not to talk, and they 
absolutely refused to say @ word. Passengers, 
however, were more communicative. . . 
Hale of Néw York said: 

It's a most miraculous thing that a num- 
ber of lives were not lost. The train, it 
seems to me, was running at least forty miles 
an hour when the wreck occurred. Every one 
in the second coach in which I was sitting was 
thrown from his seat, and one man, whose 
name I do not know, had his arm badly cut 
by bemg forced through a window. One 
woman fainted, and for a minute we all 
thought we were going down that embank- 
ment to death.“ 

A number of passengers on the train were 
evidently laboring men, and the impression 
among others was that they were switchmen 
coming here to take the place of strikers. 

The bills offering the reward of $1,000 for 
the arrest of the persons who wrecked the 
train are being posted up all over town, they 
being especially thick where strikers are wont 
to congregate. ~ 

Charged by Militia. 
The most serious collision that has yet taken 


place between the soldiers and strikers took 
place Saturday night at 8:30 o’clock. The 
trouble was in the New York Central yard at 
the Delaware and Lackawanna trestle, on the 
eastern side of the city. The neighborhood is 
considered to be the roughest in the city, and 
is made up of cheap boarding-houses, in 
which a large number of grain shovelers and 
striking switchmen have rooms, Early in the 
evoning the strikers and their sympathizers, 
to the number of 1,500, collected in the yards 
beneath the trestle.

Briceville Entered and One Man Killed 
and Many Taken Prisoners—The Ad- 


vance to Camp Anderson—How the Min- 


ers Make Use of the Rifle Pits on the 
Mountains—Many Dead Bodies Found— 
Capture of Men Wearing Clothing of 
Militiamen—Sym pathy for Dead Soldiers, 
Coal Cn, Tenn., Aug. 20.—[Special. }]— 
Five men are dead today from out of the 


ranks of those who have supported the law— | 


three of them soldiers and two civilians, who 
marched forth at the call of the Governor. 
Fifteen miners are numbered as dead, though 
all the bodies, save one, bave been spirited 
away. The names of the dead are as follows: 

GIVENS, .“ BUSH; a farmer of Knoxville, 
killed by bushwackers on Walden's Ridge. 

MINER, G. W., of Oneida, Tenn., killed by a 
soldier while firing from ambush. 

SMITH, FRANK, a private soldier of Knox- 
ville, one of the long-time guards at Fort Ander- 
son, shot in the heart at the outpost while in the 
act of loading his gun. 

WALTERAL, JOHN E., Knoxville, one of the 
Sheriff's posse, shot down by bushwackers on 
Walden’s Ridge. 

WATERMAN, ——, private of Memphis; killed in 
the fort by premature explosion of a mountain 
howitzer. 

WOODS, ——, private; accidentally killed on 
train by his own gun. 

WHITSON, JOHN. of Briceville, negro; shot 
yesterday afternoon while trying to escape arrest; 
killed by Boney Craig, a convict guard.

Capt. George G. Cochran of Company I was 
passing at that moment with two orderlies and 
he went to the assistance of the two sentries. 
The four privates were severely cut about the 
head and one of them, named Gold, had the 
bones of his right hand broken with a blow 
from a club. A company was then turned out 
and finally succeeded in clearing the yards. 
Guards were sent out in all directions with 
orders to keep all the people of the district on 
the move. Many of the strikers ran into the 
houses of the neighhorhood and hurled abuses 
at the soldiers from the windows.

When Mr. Reid finished he stepped down, 
and was soon jammed up in an eager throng 
of childhood companions. Gray-bearded 
men, veterans with G. A. R. badges, mother- 
ly matrons with whom he rollicked at school, 
and their children, all pressed forward to 
greet him with the familiar name, Whitelaw. 
He was an hour in talking briefly to m all, 
having a different word for each about old 
times. When all had gone away like at the 
close of a country picnic, the tired, but happy 
candidate sought rest at is mother’s home, 
and received a few neighbors only during the 
evening. He will remain until Tuesday, say- 
ing that business and politics both require his 
presence in New York as soon as possible. 
Gov. McKinley expected to be at the recep- 
tion, but telegraphed regrets at the last 
moment, as he was call East. He added to 
his telegram: 

I congratulate you on your western speeches 
and wish you a happy visit in your native city. 

Sunday Mr. Reid will rest and have a few 
old neighbors and relatives at dinner, possibly 
visiting his aged aunt in Cedarville. 

When today Whitelaw Reid walked up the 
long lane leadmg to his mother’s home he 
passed beneath trees which he himself had 
planted. As he drew near he saw his own 
cattle browsing in the fields, and by thé mod- 
ern’ mansion built by him for his aged mother 
he looked upon one of the most beautiful nat- 
ural towns in Ohio. 

The red tiles which he brought from Eu- 
rope make the house a veritable Red Top like 


the country home of Grover Cleveland near 


Washington. As he passed up the walk and 
met his old mother’s welcommg arms, it was 
under a ceder tree which encroaches upon the 
outline of the house. His mother knows it as 
Whitelaw’s tree. When he was a baby she 
planted it there for him and it has grown into 
strength and stateliness just as he has grown 
in fame and honor. 


Simplicity and Luxury. 

The interior of the Reid home is furnished 
with a mingling of luxury and simplicity. The 
old chairs in which the boy Whitelaw sat 
forty years ago are little the worse for wear 
and stand in companionship with those of 
modern make. An old favorite with Mrs. 
Reid is a rocker in which many a time she 
rocked the youngster to sleep when the father, 
Robert Chariton Reid, was clearing away the 
timber of his farm. The old home of the 
Reids was built by the father. He was a 
weaver in early youth, but had to give it up 
because of ill health. Then he became a car- 
penter and built every part of his house by 
hand. Both mother and son point with pride 
to his handiwork in the old fashioned carving 
of the mantel and other wood work, All of 


the old house was preserved intact, but cov 


ered over on the outside. 

What is now the wide double hall connect. 
ing the old house with the new and luxurious- 
ly modern structure was once the kitchen. 
Here Mrs. Reid spends most of her time, say- 
ing: This is the room I like best. Once it 


was my parlor, sitting-room, dining-room, 


and kitchen all combined, and I have spent 
the happiest days of my life in it even if I did 
have to work hard.”’ 

A Family Sketch. 

To her visitors she shuws the relics of her 
early struggle with pardonable pride.

Although the orders were given yesterday 
by the State authorities to all troops and 
volunteers to stop wherever they were and 
await further orders many citizens and 
soldiers have arrived here today. They came 
from all points in the State and came with their 
private arms and ammunition. This morning 
at 10:30 the company of volunteer citizens, 
who left at 10 yesterday, returned to Nashville 
on u special train. Gen. Carnessaid he did not 
need them longer. They were under the com- 
mand of Thomas Ogden and Sheriff Hollo- 
way of thiscounty. Ogden was with Sherman 
and now limps from a wound received at An- 
tietam. Holloway was also in the Federal 
army. 

Rescuers Reach the Fort. 


This band witha company of militiamen 


‘from Gallatin, Tenn., were the first men who 


got to Camp Andersen yesterday. They got 
to this place at 1 o’clock and offered 
their services to Ger. Carnes to go up the 
mountain pass one mile to camp. The offer 
was accepted. They passed up the 
gorge with Gen. Carnes’ forces in the rear. 
At the Coal Creek depot they got within hail- 
ing distance of the fort, and those on the in- 
side found out they were frends and a great 
cheer went up. When they got there, after 
clim bing an abrupt and almost perpendicular 
mountain 500 feet high, they found that Pri- 
vate Smith of Chattanooga was dead, 
baving been shot by sharpshoooters 
fron the mountain. Private Waterman 
was also dead from the premature discharge 
of a cannon. They saw the condition of 
affairs and a line of communication was then 
established with Gen. Carnes. The entire 
situation was then relieved. 

The miners have had sharpshooters on the 
mountain tops in rifle pits, and these men 
have been firing on the troops constantly for 
days. Yesterday afternoon one fellow, who 
had been particularly desperate, was at- 
tacked on the rear by two men from 
Camp Anderson, They got in good range and 
killed him. When they went to his pit they 
found that he had nearlz a bushel of long- 
range rifle shells all ! His name is not 
known here, but he is said to have been an 
Englishman and he formerly conducted a 
barroom in Clinton. 

Briceville Is Taken. 


This morning Gen. Carnes. took his troops 
and stormed Briceville. They met with little 
resistance. A negro desperado and miner’s 
sympathizer, who had sworn to kill the 
first soldier whom he met, offered 
resistance and was shot dead, a dozen or more 
bullets piercing him through. 

About 120 miners were taken prisoners and 
brought back to this place, where they are 
now under a strong guard. Troops who went 
to Briceville were in command of Gen. Carnes 
instead of Sevier. A miner has just been 
captured in the vicinity wearing a Lieuten- 
ant’s full uniform and sword. Where he ob- 
tained them is an ominous mystery. A fuil 
military uniform was also found i in the moun- 
tains this afternoon late, 

All spirit of anarchy here is absolutely sup- 
pressed. Not a word is heard from any 
source but such as good citizens would utter. 
The public opinion is that Anderson County 
should be put under martial law and tho 
prisoners tried by court-martial There are 


A per- 
fectly reliable telegram was received here this 
evening late saying miners at Middlesbor- 
ough, Ky., held a meeting there today and de- 
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anarchists are in the mountains and will 
dodge from place to place. . 

The first action on the part of Gen. Carnes 
this morning was to send out scouting parties 
of fifty, each to search for the killed and 
wounded and to see the miners did not mass. 
Fayette Gentry, an ex-policeman and brave 
man of Knoxville, was found near the 
scene Of Major Carpenter’s fight in 
ambush. He was hard hit in the hip 
and left hand, He had lain on the mountains 
twenty-four hours, six of them iu drenching 
rain. He had been without food and water for 
forty-eight hours. The miners ate also 
searching for their dead, but under flags of 
truce. It is that fifteen dead and twelve 
wounded have been found. 

Frank Smith of Chattanooga, who was 
killed while on scout, was avenged by the im- 
mediate killing of his slayer. Charles Thomas 
and William Mitchell were also wounded by 
miners while on scout, and their assailants 
were also killed, their guns and side arms 
captured and brought into Camp Anderson. 

Morton’s battery, consisting of twenty men, 
two six-inch rifled guns, and one Gatling gun. 
was ordered forward tonight. State Labor 
Commissioner Ford, an appointee of Gov.

As quickly as pos- 
sible the temporary organizat was made 
permanent and the report of the Com mittee 
on Resolutions called for and read. It was 


adopted as follows: 
Resolutions Adopted.

tion, unjust tariff laws, and infamous force 
bills to unite in electing them. 

We indorse all of the candidates on the State 

cket and pl to our glorious leader, the: Hon. 

ohn P. Altgeld, and his associates our unswerv- 
fealty and support. 

e believe in an eight-hour law and demand a 
rigid enforcement of its provisions, and we de- 
mand the absolute prohibition of child labor. 

Wecondemn the narrow, vacillating, and self- 
ish policy pursued by the Republican party and 
its executive in this State and in the Nation and 
call the attention of the people to the tendency 
of legislation by that party toward the fostering 
of monopolies and unjust discriminations. 

We denounce the Republican party for convert- 
ing public offices and great charitable institu- 


tions into mere political machines. 


Daniel Corkery submitted the report of the 
committee of twenty-five. This report was 
listened to with more interest and better at- 
tention than anything that had been read or 
said in the convention. Mr. Corkery said the 
committee recommended that the convention 
consider the names submitted. 

Fred Stoll of the Kighth Ward shot in a 
motion to table the report, M. C. McDonald 
asked if the men whose names were on the 
list had been seen. Mr. Corkery indignantly 
replied that they had not been seen. Mr. 
McDonald replied that he did not mean any 
offense: Wat he wanted to know was would 
they accept? 

„We don’t want to nominate a lot of high- 
toned men who will go back on us, he added. 

Richard Prendergast spoke to the report. 
He asked that an opportunity be given the 
delegates to vote for the man whose name 
had been before the people for months for 
State’s-Attorney. 

First Round for Kern. 

Some one shouted “‘ Jakey Kern, and then 
the Kern people sent up a shout. Mr. Pren- 
dergast told the delegates by voting for the 
motion he was about to make they did not 
commit the delegates. He moved that the 
report be adopted except as to State’s-Attor- 
ney, and that that place on the ticket be open 
to all comers, — 

A German delegate shot up and moved that 
the report be adopeed as it was read, 

Frank Walker wanted to know if the Pren- 
dergast motion was seconded, and the Chair- 
man said it had not been. Aid. Coughlin said 
he had seconded, and it stood that way, and 
Frank Walker proceeded to talk against Mr. 
Prendergast’s motion. Mr. McInerney then 
came to the froat with a substitute for the 
whole. It was to the effect that the report of 
the committee be received; that the conven- 
tion adopt it in so far as it saw fit. In other 
‘words it gave every one a chance to vote for 
the candidate he desired, whether on the list 
or not. Lawyer David backed the McInerney 
motion with a speech about the linen of the 
delegates from the Twelfth Ward. He said 
they had no linen to wash. Mr. Prendergast 
accepted the McInerney motion, and the lat- 
ter was adopted K* overwhelining vote. 

The roll of wards was then called for Cen- 
tral committeemen. 

The Sixth Ward could not agree as to who 
should represent the ward on the com- 
mittee, and Ald. O’Brien asked the Chauir- 
man to have the convention settle 
the matter, as each faction had eight votes. 
Chairman Moran told O’Brien to knock out a 
man; that the ward must settle the matter. 

At this point William Fitzgerald demanded 
that the police be called upon to clear the 
aisles. 

B. D. Murphy of the Eleventh Ward pro- 
tested against the names submitted by M. C. 
McDonald. ward was polled and Mc- 
Donald and Nugent got ten votes each and the 
contestants four votes. 

O'Brien then brought the trouble of the 
Sixth Ward into the convention. 

Brought on a Fight. 

This brought on a big fight. William Fitz- 
gerald moved that each eight be allowed to 
submit a name, but Frank Walker got the 
chair to declare tbat the motion was out of 
order on the ground that under the rule the 
convention had no right to interfere. ‘This 
was met with a howl and the convention on a 
close vote decided that it had the right. The 
O’Brien faction submitted Barney Me- 
Guire and the other named John Cunningham. 

There was also a contest in the Sixteenth 
Ward, in which Ald. Stanley Kuaoz cut con- 
siderable figure. The ruling race was out in 
this and the Poles were relegated to a back 
seat. 

When it came to the selection of candidates 
for Commissioner William Fitzgerald moved 
that three be nominated from the South Side, 
three from the North, and four from the West, 
beginning with the South. This prevailed. 

There were cries for order, and Chairman 
Moran referring to the police said: We 
might as well have wooden inen. 

_Ald. Powers moved that each section of the 
city select its own candidates. Morgan Mur- 
phy said: “ We are ali here to vote. It 
might be well to let the divisions nominate. 

The motion was lost. 

It was decided that the three men on the 
South Side receiving the highest 
votes, providing they received a majority, and 
the three on the North Side, and the four on 
the West Side be declared the nominees. 

The names of aspirants were then presentef 
to the convention. Chairman Moran made 
another effert to get order and discouragingly 
asked“ all candidates and their agents to 
take their seats. The confusion did not per- 
ceptibly duminish until Mr. Moran said no 
business would be done until the aisles were 
Cleared. He sent for the lieutenant of the 
police and demanded that order must be re- 
stored. He then announces the hall would-be 
cleared unless quiet was restored. In the 
meantime Pat White and other Commissioner 
candidates labored among the delegates. It 
was decided also that each delegate could vote 


| for three South Side candidates at a time. 


William Fitzgerald moved that the police be 
instructed to clear the floor of all but dele- 
gates. A dozen men seconded the motion, 
and it was overwhelmingly carried. The 
police then went to work on their difficult 
task. It took a long time to make any im- 
pression. The trouble was then with the dele- 
gates, who made so much noise that the vote 
of the wards could not be heard announced. 
Partial order was obtained and the proceed- 
went on. :

The country delegates at this stage an- 
nounced the nomination of the following can- 
didates for the districts outside Chicago:

Michael McInerney thereupon moved that 
George Edmanson be nominated for Presi- 
dent of the County Board. , This was carried 
by acclamation. wae 

The nomination of Drainage Trustee was 
then proceeded with, and M. W. Ryan, James 
J. Townsend, Thomas A. Smith, A. J. Toole, 
and Thomas Kelly were named. 

Before the ballot was completed it was ap- 
parent that Ke'ly was in the lead, and Broad 
McAbee of the Twenty-fourth Wara threw 
the vote of the ward from Townsend to 
Kelly and a scramble for the band wagon fol- 
lowed. Mr. Townsend, who got the next 
highest vote, jumped up on achair and moved 
to make Mr. Kelly's nomination by acclama- 
tion and the convention did it with a whoop 
and a hurrah Mr. Kelly was then declared 
the nominee. 

During the progress of the ballot for Drain- 
age Trustees there was much excitement and 
the people Chairman Moran had seen fit 
to designate as “ candidates’ agents pressed 
into the aisles notwithstand the police. 
Joe Sullivan from the Seventh Ward attacked 
a small man in the center aisle immediately 
in front of the Chairman’s stand and knocked 
him down. Both men were rushed from the 
hall by the police. 

The nomination of State’s-Attorney was the 
next order of business. Daniel Corkery 
moved that there be no nominating 
speeches. The greatest excitement pre- 
vailed, the Kern wen bowling their 
protest. Frank Walker amended that 
and moved that each nomination speech be 
John Coughlin 
moved to table. but it was defeated, and ex- 
Judge Prendergast jumped to a chair. An at- 
tempt to interrupt him was made, but this 
only stimulated his oratory, and he made a 
bitter and sarcastic speech that was a setback 
to the opposition, 

In Defense of Kern. 

He said an unsuccessful atiempt had 
been made to attack Mr. Keru's 
character, but he said it was without a stain 
and he reviewed the charges. He compared 
Kern’s record with that of Cleveland and aleo 
to Hill, who had progressed from one office to 
another. ! : 

Chairman Moran threw the convention into 
a turmoil by calling the speaker to order. He 
said the speaker was not confining himself to 
the question, 

Mr. Prendergast was about to proceed when 
the Chairman said: “The gentleman will 
not defy the ruling of the chair.“ 

“The authority and law of the party, re- 
plied Mr. Prendergast, “have spoken. de- 
sire to have the greater audience understand 
the means and the ends that are sought to be 
accomplished here.“ 

He then took his seat, and Frank Walker 
made a reply and it was the Opposition’s turn 
to make a noise and it did it with vigor. He 
taunted Judge Prendérgast with the unstable 
character of his Demoeracy. He, Mr. Walker 
had always been loyal to his party. He had 
never coquetted with Gitizens’ rties. Mr. 
Walker's reference to Mr. Prendergast’s re- 
volt from the Democratic party was received 
with howls of delight. 

The motion was then put on Walker’s 
amendment, but the Chair was unable to de- 
cide whether it was carried or defeated. He 
said, however, thatifonly delegates would 
vote he thought that he could decide. He 
decided to have the_roll called on the amend- 
ment. The greatest confusion prevailed at 
this point. 

An amicable agreement was reached, how- 
ever, before a ballot was taken. Mr. Pren- 
dergast announced that the Kern people were 
not afraid to have the name of their man go 
before the convention without a nominating 
speech. Frank Walker withdrew his amend- 
ment and the original motion was put and 
carried, and nominating speeches were dis- 
pensed with. | 

Mr. Prendergast, with a good deal of 
dignity, pla J acob Kern’s name be- 
fore the convention, Several wards sec- 
onded the nomination, and when the 
Seventh was reached Henry Carmody 
moved that Kern be nominated by acclama- 
tion, but it did not go. Henry Gohegan of 
the Twenty-fifth Ward named Austin O. Sex- 
ton of the Twenty-fifth Ward. It was quite 
evident that Kern had captured the conven- 
tion or else that his delegates were able to 
make a great deal of noise. Another attempt 
was made to nominate Kern by acclamation, 
but it failed and a foll-cail was ordered. 

Fighting and Voting. 

The First Ward started off with a solid vote 
for Kern. The first to vote against Kern was 
the Fourteenth Ward, whizh cast eleven votes 
for Sexton. 

There was great confusion and as much ex- 
citement as if a Presidential condidate was 
being nominated. The. Twenty-fifth and 
Twenty-sixth Wards voted solidly for Sexton. 
When the Thirtieth Ward was reached Frank 
Walker moved that the nomination of Kern 
be made unanimous. . 

For Recorder the names of S. B. Chase, Ber- 
nard Niebling, L. J. Sacriste, and William C. 
Walsh were submitted. The First Ward led 
off with ten votes for Walsh and three for 
Chase, and the Second followed with its solid 
vote for Walsh. The Third was paired, and 
the Fourth gave Walsh eight. The Eleventh 
gave Chase thirteen votes, and the Six- 
teenth ave its solid vote to Nieb- 
ling. When the Twentieth Ward 
was reached Chase stock began to go up and 
itran high through the North Side. The 
Twenty-fifth started a rush for Niebling and 
the Sixth got in a change from Chase to 
Niebling and the Ninth followed. The Second 
Ward left Walsh and went to Chase and was 
quickly followed by the First. The Tenth 
went to Niebling and eight of the Fourth went 
to Chase. The Nineteenth threw twenty-four 
votes to Chase. , 

The greatest confusion prevailed and busi- 
ness had to stop. It was the Twelfth Ward’s 
turn, and.a ring was formed around a couple 
of 1 delegates and the police had to 
interfere again and take the combatants out.

Francis E. Coyle is Second Auditor of the Chi- 
cago City railway company. He is about 90 
years of age, married, and lives in the Fifth 
Ward, where he was born. He is an Irish- 
American. 

Daniel E. Root is a commission merchant and 
provisioa dealer at the Stock-Yards. He lives in 
the Fourth Ward, where he takes an active part 
in Democratic litics. He is about 50 years of 
age and is a native of New York State. 

John G. Panoch is a Bohemian-American en 
gaged in the insuranee and real estate business- 
and occasionally employed in the * and County 
Building. He is about 45 years of age, and re- 
sides in the Eighth Ward. 

James A. O'Connell has been President of the 
Carpenters’ Union and has been identified with 
labor politics for a number of years. He has 
been frequently a defeated candidate for Com- 
missioner ou Democratic and Labor, tickets. He 
lives in the Tenth Ward.

John S. Inman and C. and Pat Calhoun were 
the officers referred to. The circular charges 


that under the Inman administration the com- 
pany bought $1,800,000 of Georgia State 
bonds, bearing 33¢ per cent interest. and 
that the company had to borrow 
the money at 6 per cent to pay for them. It 


is alleged that the purchase was used to re- 


flect credit upon Inman personally and that 
he in fact sold the bonds to the company 
himself. : 

The purchase of the Georgia Central rail- 
road is also alluded to and the Calhouns are 
charged with buying the property and turning 
it over tothe Terminal company at great 
profit to themselves. Another director, who 
is understood to be Pat Calhoun, is charged 
with drawingsums of money from the treasu- 
ry of the company, and it is said that no 
vouchers can be found for these drafts. 
The circular alleges that when the Terminal 
bought the Georgia Central it was claimed 
that the latter road was earning 12 per cent, 
that it has since become bankrupt and that as 
soon as the Terminal company began to ex 
ercise its rights in the matter a Georgia court 
threw the road into the hands of a receiver.

The Order of Railroad Telegraphers is com- 
paratively a new organization, and by some of 


the men it is claiméd that the showing of a 


disposition to make common cause with the 
rest of the railroad men will strengthen their 
organization, At its head, however, are con- 
servative men, and Mr. MacMahon claims 
that they. would be unwilling to risk the favor 
they are likely to receive from the railroad 
comp anies by a rash attempt to gain a good 
will from the switchmen, which would after- 
wards be of no avail to them. 
A Special Grievance, 

There is no general grievance on the part of 
the local telegraphers’ organization. There is, 
however, a local grievance, and, according to 
Mr. MacMahon, the meeting now in session is 
to adjust this difficulty. Five men were dis- 
charged from the Delaware and Lakawanna 
Railroad two weeks ago without, it is claimed, 
sufficient cause. The case was referred to the 
adjustment committee, wh.ch was unable to 
settle the affair favorably to the men, and it 
was referred to Grand Chief Ramsey. Mr. 
MacMahon went to Scranton and Pittsburg in 
the cause of the five men a week ago, and this, 
he claims, is the cause of the rumors of a 
strike on the part of the telegraphers which 
have been kept afloat and encouraged by the 
leaders of the strikmg switchmen since last 
Monday night. To still further enforce Bis 
statements Mr. MacMahon wrote the follow- 
ing tonight for publication in Tuz Trisunz: 

Considerable has been said and written concern- 
ing the Order of Railroad Telegraphers in con- 
nection with troubles of the striking switchmen 
in Buffalo, some newspapers going so far as to 
say that Grand Chief Telegrapher D. G. Ramsey 
bad arrived here and was about to take an active 
partin the present railroad complfcation. No 
such action is contemplated by the telegraphers. 
As a matter of fact there are some differences ex- 
isting between the order and the Lackawanna 
railroad company which Grand Chief Ram- 
sey might be called upon to adjust, but 
so far as any general movement in 
this direction is concerned I im all knowl- 
edge of such. The situation in all branches of 
the railroad service here is strained to a high 
tension, and remarks inadverteutly made by per- 
sons who speak neither authoritatively nor con- 
servatively are likely to be construed into news 
matter which proves to be more sensational than 
authentic. Exigencies sometimes arise in rail- 


road wars like this which organizations cannot 


always anticipate or prevent, but no crisis is 
pending in telegraphic circles at present, nor is 
it thought there will be for some time to comé. 
Tuomas B. MacManon. 
Switchmen in Session. | 

Striking switchmen and sympathetic rail- 
road men had a secret meeting under Grand 
Master Sweeney’s guiding hand at O’Grady’s 
Hall, out on Broadway, near regimental 
headquarters at East Buffalo this afternoon. 
The gathering was billed for 2 o’clock, but it 
was an hour later before Mr. Sweeney 
rapped for order. Two hours they 
talked and patted each other on the 
back, each man telling bis neigh- 
bor and the auditors that chey were bound to 
win. Mr. Sweeney was the first and longest 
speaker. He told the men of his letters to 
the Superintendents of the various roads 
offering to submit. the questions at 
issue to arbitration at the hands of three citi- 
zens of Buffalo, and the officials’ refusal to 
take any such action. He said that when he 
wrote the letters he did not expect to get fa- 
vorable answers, but wanted to put the roads 
on record as refusing to arbitrate, and in that 
was successful. The general tenor of the 
other addresses was to the effect that the men 
were as firm as ever, that there would be no 
backdown, and that the railroads would ulti- 
mately be brought to time. 

„Why,“ said one speaker, “they have 
already,imported 2,500 ‘scabs’ to do the work 
of the men who are out, and they have not 
been able todo it. In fact they cannot. The 
officiais claim freight is being rapidly moved. 
That is ngt true. The tracks are crowded 
and immense loss has resulted from perish- 
able freight.”’ 

After the meeting those present denied that 
any steps had been taken to call out the firemen, 
admitting that only the officers of that organi- 
zation could order a strike. Another meeting 
will be held at the same place tomorrow after- 
noon. It is stated that high officials from 
other labor organizations will be present. 

Shall Troops Stay or Go? 

Sheriff Beck is poised on the horns of a di- 
lemma. Some people say that there is no use 
for the presence of 8,000 troops here; railroad 
men declare that anarchy will break loose if 
they are withdrawn, The County Super- 
visors, whose sole ambition is to be re6élected 
in a blaze of economical glory, seem to be 
with the people, for every day the soldiers re- 
main will add a whole lot of figures on the 
wrong side of Erie County's expense account. 

The members of the Committee on Laws 
and Legislation met in secret session this 
morning to discuss this matter. They re- 
mained behind closed doors for an hour. A 
‘resolution to inspect the situation was adopt- 
ed, and by invitation Sheriff Beck will meet 
them at 9 o’clock tomorrow morning, and 
from carriages they will view the status of af- 
fairs in the different yards. Supervisor Zim- 
merman, one of the committee, after the 
meeting said : 

„Vice-President Webb has flacea us in a 
bad position, He asserts that the back- 
bone of the strike is broken and 
all trouble is over, that the New York 
Central proposes to go right ahead 
with business, and on the face of this view of 
the situation we have nearly the whole State 
militia here for the protection of his com- 
pany’s property. We will examine the situa- 
tion thoroughly. and if we think it necessary 
will call a special meeting of the board to 
take action in regard to the recall of the 
troops. We will have to pay the bill and 
we ought to have something to say about it.“ 

Sheriff Beck called in legal advice after the 
Supervisors’ meeting to learn just exactly 
where he stands and what his powers are. His 
counselors were Judge Titus and Lawyer E. E. 
Cootsworth. The Sheriff sand that a large 
number of citizens had berated him for call- 
ing out so many troops, said that the number 
now here was far greater than there was any ne- 
cessity for, and he sought advice as to whethe 
or not it would be proper to recommend t 
Governor to withdraw those not needed. 
What the attorneys told him he will not 
divulge, but states that he will take no action 
till Monday.

RAISING THE BLOCKADE AT SAYRE. 


Strikers Tried to Stop the Trains, but the 
Troops Lined Up. 

Exmrra, N. T., Aug. 20.—The blockade at 
Sayre, Pa., and Waverly, N. I., was virtually 
raised today. When the twentieth separate 
company and the Sixth Battery of Bingham- 
ton arrived last night Michael McNamara, 
leader of the strikers, waited upon “Capt. 
Rogers to assure him that he would find no 
trouble, 

Early this morning the ball was set rolling 
at Waverly when atrain of twenty-six freight 
cars coming up the Philadelphia and Reading 
from Sayre was stopped in the switch below 
the road bridge by the strikers. . The Philadel- 
phia and Reading officials on becoming aware 
of the state of affairs notitied the militia and 
they were marched down Broad street to the 
railway track, formed a line ten abreast and 
marched up the track to clear the crowd. 
Hundreds of people blocked the tracks and 
banks along the railway yelling at the mili- 
tary and guying them at every step. 

A picket line was formed and a man sta- 
tioned at intervals for about 600 yards east of 
the depot. While they were forming the 
picket line the fire in the engine was dumped 
and the pins pulled. The fire was rebuilt and 
at 9:25 one of the Coal and Iron police turned 
the switch, as no switchman dared to do it. 
At 9:50 o’clock the train pulled out of the 
switch on to the Erie’s west-bound tracks. The 
train passed the depot all right, closely fol- 
lowed by a delegation of strikers. Lines of 


' militia guarded the train on either side and to 


all.appearances it was off for Hornellsville. 
It had just cleared the depot, however, when 
the air brakes were all of a sudden set, and 
when the engine took up the “slack ”’ again it 
was found the pins between some cars had 
been pulled, blockaded train once more 
started and experienced no further delay here. 

A few minutes later another train pulled up 
from Sayre and e over to Erie’s 
west-bound track. After being detained for a 
while waiting tor the signal the train was 
finally ordered to go ahead, and it pulled out 
of Waverly between two lines of militia with- 
out any opposition. Two more trains were 
sent out without any further trouble, and the 
company claimed that the blockade was

Michael McNamara, the leader of the 
strikers, was arrested this morning on a war- 
rant issued Aug. 15, charging him with inter- 
fering with the moving of trains. He was later 
released on $1,000 bail for an examination next 
Thursday. , 


ENGINEERS WILL NOT GO ON STRIKE. 


Positive Statement to This Effect Made by 
Chief Arthur. 

Crzeveranp, O., Aug, 20.—| Special. — P. M. 
Arthur, Chief of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers, returned today from a trip to 
Toronte and Buffalo. He said his trip had 
no referénce to the strike. The brotherhood 
had had an annual meeting in Canada and 
he went to attend that meeting. Mr. Arthur 
further said that the engineers would not par- 
ticipate in the present trouble. 

It is necessary, he remarked, to com- 
municate with the Chief Executive before 
planning a strike, and as yet I have had no 
communication from any source relating to 
such an action. The engineers will not come 
out through sympathy with the switchmen nor 
even with the firemen, Unless they have some 
grievance of their own they will stay on their 
engines. I know of no reason whiy they should 
participate in the present trouble.“ 

When asked for his opinion relative to the 
outeome of the strike in Buffalo, Mr. Arthur 
said that he was not prepared to say that the 
strikers would win. Having stopped in Buf- 
falo but a short time he had not investigated 
the matter very thoroughly. It is his opinion, 
however, that if the railroads involved bring 
their money to bear strongly enough the 
victory will be theirs. When a corporation 
has the money and is free to use it labor must 
yield. The different unions represented can- 
not in the long run rule capital, provided said 
capital is sufficient for the emergency. 

“The Brotherhood of Engineers is an or- 
ganization under our distinct jurisdiction,”’ 
said he, and not related to other organiza- 
tions of railruad men save in a general 
way. | 

Mr. Arthur was much pleased with his visit 
to the Dominion, and again assured the re- 
porter that his object was none other than to 
enjoy an outing and to attend the festivities of 


the brotherhood in Canada. He laughed 


heartily when told concerning the supposed 
nature of his business at the meeting. 


SARGENT TALKS AS TO THE FIREMEN. 


Says They Will Not Strike and He Has Not 
Been Asked About It.

This is the 
actical anarchism which ruins States, com- 
pared with which the anarchism of a handful 
of desperate fanatics is almost innocuous,

I have the honor to confirm my telegram of to- 
day as follows: Ministers determined to abolish 
rebate on canal tolls, end season.

I inclose copies of 
the orders in Council authorizing these rebates, 
which would terminate at the end of the season 
without further action of Council, so that the 
action taken in Montreal seems to leave the case 
in statu quo.

In reply to this telegram Mr. Herbert the 
same day asked if he could see Secretary Fos- 
ter at the State Department early the follow- 
ing morning and the Secretary telegraphed 
back that he could meet him at any time be- 
tween 8 and 11 o’clock.

The Secretary of State said that the United 
States Consul-General at Ottawa had reported 
that the decision of the Cabinet was to abol- 
ish the rebate on tolls at the end of the pres- 
ent season, and that this had been confirmed 
by the ministerial press of Canada. He then 
asked Mr. Herbert if this conformed to his in- 
formation on the subject. 8 

Mr. Herbert answered that he was not as 
yet authorized to make any official co:nmuni- 
cation on the subject, but that he had no 
doubt the Consul-General’s report was cor- 


rect. 

The Secretary of State then said that such a 
solution of the question would not be ed 
as satisfactory to his government, and in an- 
swer to an inquiry he stated that the Presi- 
dent considered it his duty to issue the procla 
mation contemplated by the act of Congress. 
But he gave Mr. Herbert the assurance that 
should the Canadian Government give notice 
of its decision to aboligh the discriminations 
now complained of the proclamation would 
be suspended concurrently with such aboli- 
tion.

They Want. Manufacturers to Subscribe for 
a Track and Lease Grounds. 

No report has as yet been made by the commit- 
tee which was appointed to investigate the finan- 
cial standing of the compsny which promised 
euch wonderful things to the wheelmen. There 
is a disposition among its members to let the mat- 
ter lie dormant until the World’s Fair people 
shall have chosen between the two companies 
which are seeking their official indorsement. In 
other words the committee has more confidence 
in the penetration of the Fair folks than they 
have in themselves, for they apprehend that the 
Fair's good name will not be jeopardized by tying 
up to any venture without the grounds that is not 
sound to the core. It is an odd situation the 
wheelmen are in. The wheel manufacturers have 

pledged themselves to take $20,000 worth of bonds 
— the Chatham Fields enterprise. No money 
hae been passed over, so that there is only the 

moral obligation to fullfil their pledge. The sec- 
— company comes to them smiling and makes 
them weep for what might have been. And the 
wheelmen have no alternative, it would seem, 
but sway whichever way the moguls of the trade 
incline, for they have no money to ran things as 
they would wish, and are afraid that in grasping 
at a shadow they may lose a promising substance. 
Some of them are of the opinion that the manu- 
facturers, being the men who derive most advan- 
tage from the sport, should be the ones to step in 
at this moment and relieve all of the embarrass- 
ment which this matter imposes. Why don’t the 
manufacturers subscribe fora track and lease 
grounds?

The Philadelphian Declares No Change in 
Chicago Roads Is Contem plated. 

PuitaApe trai, Pa, Aug. 20.—[Special. ]— 
The Philadelphia magnates who are supposed 
to be pulling the strings by, which quotations 
are made for street railway stocks on the Chi- 
cago Exchange, were not in town today, so 
their opinion of the big break in prices could 
uqt be learned P. A. B. Widener was asked 
yesterday what there was back of the advanc- 
ing quotations, and particularly if there was 
any consolidation scheme under way. 

* The one thing, 80 far as I know, that has 
been back of the advancing prices of these 
street railway stocks, he said, is merit. 
They have gone up because they were worth 
more money. You can quote me as emphat- 
ically as you wish to the statement 
that I know of no prospective 
reorganization, no proposed consoli- 
dation, no contemplated issue of new 
stock or securities of any kind. If there is 
any one trying to do any of these things they 
are doing so without my codperation or my 
knowledge. We have no plans whatever for 
any consolidation or new issue of securities. 
There is nothing even contemplated at present 
in the way of new securities to provide for 
electric motors, nor has there been any 
definite aecision regarding the intruduction of 
electricity.“ 

The figures which Mr. Widener exhibited 
showed that the two companies are making 
some handsome gains in earnings, the earn- 
ings of the West Side road ranging from 
$14,000 to $15,000, while the North Side com- 
pany is takimg in from $7,500 to $8,000. This 
shows a gain over last year of $600 to $700 a 
day for the West Side and from $500 to $600 a 
day for the North Side road.

The Railroads Cannot Handle the Business 
Offered, 

Kansas Crrr. Mo., Aug. 20.— [Special.] 
Just at present it looks very much as though 
there would be not only a famine of cars but 
a blockade. Grain is coming in at the rate of

Nearly ail the lines between here and 
eastern and southern points will have about 
all they can do for the next ten days to handle 
the passenger business.

PACIFIC INSURANCE AGENTS ACCUSED. 


Charges of Violation of Union Rules Being 
Inves 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 20.—[Special. ]— 
Insurance circles are much perturbed over an 
investigation that has been going on for 
several days. Serious charges have been made 
against some of the most prominent insur- 
ance agencies in the city, which have been 
heretofore looked upon as the bone and sinew 
of the Pacific Union. A number of local in- 
surance companies have gone out of business 
in the past year or so, because they found that 
the business did not pay, and those which are 
left are now trying to ascertain the causes 
which led to the apparent stagnation. It has 
been learned that brokers and the firms by 
whom they are employed or to whom they 
have been giving their business have been act- 
ing clearly in violation of the rules of the union. 

One of the union rules p.ovided fora uni- 
form rate of brokerage. This was fixed at 
15 per cent, and ali wens well for a time. 

did not last long, however, and now it has be- 
come known that work of cutting 
throats has been gomg on at least four 
years.

“Labby ” Is Nursing His Wrath. 

It was, however, told me authoritatively that 
she said: He is no friend to me or to my 
house. These are the words as Labouchere 
understands them and will repeat them. A 
hint has been dropped that he intends to re- 
sign his seat as having been insulted by his 
sovereign, and appeal for a reélection to 
Northampton, where he is certain of an up- 
roarious welcome and a return by an unpar- 
alleled majority. The boot-makers of that dem- 
ocratic town would ask no better fun. There 
is a rumor that he intends to appeal to New- 
castle. 

Next Tuesday or Wednesday he will make a 
speech for Morley and incidentally bring in 
his grievance. Whatever he does it may be 
taken for granted will be done in the direct- 
est, most forcible manner, and raise a rumpus 
of the first magnitude, He is proverbially an 
antagonist to avoid,and in the quarrel now 
he is in a position to deal some 
very heartless blows.

Hullabaloo Over the Emperor's Words. 

The Berlin press has got into such a state of 
cerebral excitement now that editors are no 
longer capable of taking the same views of 
any political subjects. A vast  hulla- 
baloo is raised just now over 
some alleged remarks of the 
Emperor on the question of shortening the 
military service from a three-years’ term 
toa two. Asa matter of fact the issue will 
remain open a good while yet, and is of so 
delicate a nature that it requires to be finaily 
settled by agreement of all parties without an 
appeal to partisanship. 

The Emperor is deeply solicitous that this 
be done, and he is the first to deplore the no- 
tion of taking it into politics. The condition 
of affairs is that the septennate by which the 
Reichstag handed over the complete con- 
trol of the army to the government 
for seven years, expires April, 1894. Bismarck 
had great difficulty in passing the measure in 
1887. even under the Boulangist scare, It is 
obvious that the Reichstag will never again 
relinquish the right of annual interference 
save as a price of very sweeping reforms. 

There is a considerable party which thinks 
these reforms should be in the direction of 
lowering the term of service; but the exisi- 
ing three-year rule is by no means 
inforced as it stands, and there 
are many other projects which look to lessen- 
ing the burdens of conscription in other ways.

even if it were certain that he expressed it. 
Not Such a Scorcher After All. 

That awful heat-wave which grilled Amer- 
ica a while ago seems to have been very suc- 
cessfully moved across the Atlantic and is 
now engaged in roasting the whole 
continent from Hamburg to Naples. 
Here in England they have been trying 
to believe it scorching weather and Wednes- 
day actually achieved 89° in the sun, which is 
regarded as so wonderful that the papers have 
long 82 about the unexampled heat, 
greatly, of course, to the amusement of some 
thousands of American tourists who are 
lingering beyond their plans in the British 
Isles because it is so cool. 

The prevalent sultriness across the chan- 
nel is probably responsible for many 
of these sporadic ailments which are 
being reported from various German and 
Austrian pomts as cholera. Save for the little 
belt around Paris and possibly some cases at 
Havre there is as yet no real evi- 
dence of cholera outside Russia. Septem- 
ber, however, may easily see it pretty 
well distributed. It must be remembered 
that in 1884, the last great cholera year, the 
pest was confined to Southern France 
throughout July, and then suddenly burst 
out m Italy at the beginning of autumn, and 
by Sept. 12 was killing over 1,000 daily in 
Naples alone. Next year it occupied itself 
with Spain alone and then went off altugether. 

A Good Word for Houghton. 

The interest excited by the unexpected se- 
lection ot Lord Houghton for Viceroy at Dub- 
im developed a lot of very satisfactory infor- 
mation about bim. People who speak from 
knowledge describe him as far above 
the average in ability and as destined 
to take distinct rank among the statesmen of 
his generation. He is a widower with one son 
and may be expected shortly to marry again. 
He has an income of $200,000 a year, besides 

heir to vast estates of his childless 
uncle, Lord Crewe. He is a rather straight- 
laced young man, and when his father died 
committed to puritanical flames the unique 
and priceless “collection of literary and artis- 
tic indelicacies which that curious old noble- 
man fondly devoted years to amass. 

Speaking Of indelicacies, the Duke of Man- 
chester’s death attracted much less attention 
and evoked far fewer radical sermons than 
might have been expected, occurring as it 
did almdst on the morrow of his mother’s 
marriage.

IS NOW IN GOOD HANDS 


ANNE HATHAWAY'S COTTAGE SOLD 
BY THOMPSON. 


Shakspeare Birthplace Trustees Buy the 
Old Place for £3,000—Comic Opera and 
Burlesque in Large Quantities Prom- 
ised London Theatergoers—Elien Terry 
Contributes to the Success of a Church 
Bazaar—M. Saint-Saens Will Conduct 
Concerts at the Fair—A musement Notes. 

Lonpon, Aug. 20.—It will be of interest to 
the adinirers of Shakespeare to learn that 


Anne Hathaway’s cottage at Shottery has 


been purchased by the Shakspeare Birthplace 
Trustees from Aid. Thompson of 3 tratford- 
on-Avon. In March, 1891, Mr. Thompson of- 
fered to sell the cottage to the trustees for 
£3,300, but the amount was considered exces- 
sive. The matter wad then dropped until 
March of the present year, when the cottage 
was publicly advertised for sale. 

The trustees again opened negotiations and 
ultimately decided to exercise the power con- 
ferred upon them by the recent act of Par- 
liament and purchase the cottage, paying 
therefor the sum of £3,000. This large sum 
absorbed nearly the whole of the reserve fund, 
but the purchase was almost imperative be- 
cause it was known that other prospective 
buyers, not only iu England but in America 
and elsewhere, had communicated with Mr. 
Thompson. 

After purchasing the structure the trustees 
had yet to become the possessors of the more 
interesting relics which it contained the old 
bedstead and furniture—which belonged to 
the occupier and custodian, Mrs. Baker, Her 
maiden name was Mary Taylor and her great- 
grandmother was Susan Hathaway, said to be 
a collateral descendant of Anne Hathaway, the 
poet’s wife. She was born at Aston Cantlow, 
but was taken to the cottage when a child and 
has resided there for over sevently years, for 
fifty of which she has shown the place to 
visitors. Although 80 years of age she still re- 
tains vivid recollections of the cottage in its 
original condition. 

Ended His Days There. 

Some fifty-five years ago her father sold the 
house toa Mr. Barnes, a farmer, for £325, 
but yielding to her pleadings, she 
being the heiress to the property, he retained 
the furniture and lived and ended his days in 
the cottage. Mr. Barnes divided the house 
into two tenements, but Mrs. Baker continued 
to live in the original kitchen and removed 
the historical bedstead from its place on the 
down stairs floor into an upper room in her 
portion of the house. 

The kitchen is wains@oted with carved oak, 
but several pieces are missing. The oak seat 
under the window on which the poet and“ his 
love are depicted sitting in the courtship en- 
graving has disappeared, but the old worm- 
eaten settee is preserved in the kitchen. These, 
with a valuable ola dresser, Bible, and linen 
chests and other interesting relics, have now 
been acguired by the trustees. 

Mrs. Baker will continue in charge as cus- 
todian, with her son, and will end her days 
in the old home. The trustees will restore 
the cottage to its original condition and in 
this Mrs. Baker’s recollection of things long 
ago will be of great help. Among the many 
things the trustees have taken over is the first 
visitors’ book, dating back to 1847. Hence- 
forth the cottage will be gdverned by the same 
regulations as the birthplace and New place 
and an admission of sixpence for each person 
will be charged. 

Comic Opera and Burlesque. 

The phenomenal success of the music halls 
during the last season is having an effect upon 
London's theatrical uud musical caterers. 
During the coming season quite a flood of 
new burlesques and comic operas are prom- 
ised. In addition to the conversion of the 
Royal English Opera House into a music hall, 
the Royalty, Olympic, and probably the 
Shaftesbury Theaters intend to forsake the 
serious line. The new burlesques are too 
numerous to mention. But as the provincial 
demand is equal to that of London, there is 
little doubt that all of them will get a trial. 

Mr. Robert L. Buchanan, the playwright, 
will make his first attempt at comic opera 
this season, besides filling the commissions he 
has in hand for plays for Messrs. E. S. Willard 
and Beerbohm Tree. 

It is understood that Miss Decima Moore 
will be the heroine of the new comic opera 
with which Mr. Levenson intends to open the 
new Trafalgar Square Theater early in Sep- 
tem ber. 

A three-act comic opera, by Mr. Howard 
Talbot, has just been finished. It is called 
„The Mahatma,” and is said to be brimfull 
of charming music.

NO GREAT ARMY BILL. 


CAPRIVI FORCED To DEFER TO 
THE EMPEROR’S WISH. 


William Firm in His Stand Against a Re- 
duced Term of Service, Which Would 
Increase the Budget—Bismarck and Ad- 
vanced Liberals Have Taken Up the Cry 
and the Next Elections Will Be Con- 
tested on That Ground—Von Eulenburg 
May Become Chancellor Next Year. 

(Copyright, 1892, by the New York Associated Press.) 

Bertin, Aug. 20.—The Emperor's decia- 
ration at the banquet following the review of 
the Garde du Corps Thursday that the gov- 
ernment did not intend to adopt the proposal 
for two years military service instead of three 
years as at present, is not considered in the 
official circle to involve the immediate retire- 
ment of Chancellor von Caprivi, who supports 
and, in fact, brought forward the proposal. 
The Progressists and National Liberal press 
insist that the Chancellor ought to and must 
resign in view of the Emperor's decision, but 
it has been an open secret that before the Em- 
peror started on Ins recent whaling voyage in 
the North Sea he set his face against the main 
proposals of the Chancellor’s Military bill. 

The estimates prepared on the projected 
two years service bill showed that it would be 
necessary to demand at the outset a reforming 
of the army expenditures amounting to 150, 
000,000 marks, with an annual addition to the 
war budget of 20,000,000 marks. The Chan- 
cellor did not want in audacity in making 
tinancial proposals to meet the increased ex- 
penditures. Taxes on beer, tobacco, and 
brandy, under which the whole empire would 
writhe, were suggested by the Chancellor, who 
was seemingly reckless of how the Reichstag 
and the country would receive them. Within 
his own entourhge the Emperor never con- 
cealed the fact that he was radically opposed 
to any shortening of the term of military 
service, 

Waldersee with*the Emperor. 

Gen. Count von Waldersee held with the 
Emperor, while most of the other high mili- 
tary authorities sided with the Chancellor in 
favor of short service, Now that the Emperor 
has publicly spoken out, the political oppo- 
nents of the Chancellor treat the imperial de- 
livery as something altogether new and as 
altering the Chancellor’s posinon. The Em- 
peror’s public rejection of the project does 
not alter his relations with the Chancellor, 
though it does seal the fate of his Army bill. 

The Reichstag might have granted a large 
portion of the proposed additional war budget 


if it was accompanied with shorter service, 


but it would never accede to the extraordinary 
grants without it. No great army bill will, 
therefore, be placed before the Reichstag at 
the coming session. Another result of the im- 
perial declaration will be a regrouping of the 
parties. 

Prince Bismarck, with a keen eye to the new 
political transformation, has adopted the two 
years’ principle. The National Liberals and 
Free Conservatives, every party except the 
extreme Conservatives, support the short 
term, which will become the main question on 
which the next elections will turn. If the 
present government survives an earlier con- 
flict will occur on nem present 
Reichstag. 

Chancellor von Caprivi, though a submis- 
sive servant of the Emperor, will never face 
the Reichstag with an army bill asking money 
without conceding a shorter term of service. 

Von Eulenberg to Succeed Caprivi. 

Count von Eulenberg, President of the 
Prussian Ministerial Council and Prussian 
Minister of the Interior, will do so. And so, 
when the Emperor deems the time opportune— 
some say next year—Count von Caprivi will 
be replaced by a Chancellor ready to carry 
out the imperial will. The immediate con- 
solidations attending the abandonment of the 
Army bill is the withdrawal of the threatened 
increase in taxation. 

It is reported that the government will 
withhold from the Reichstag the law for the 
suppression of drunkenness. The measure 
which has been in operation since July 1 re- 
lating to Sunday repose, though excellent ia 
its inter tion, is causing universal discontent 
ana its repeal will be agitated in the Reichs- 
tag. The probable failure of this paternal 
law makes the Ministers pause with other 
measures in the same line. 

The weather is intensely hot throughout 
Germany and fatal sunstrokes are occurring’ 
everywhere in the empire. The hospitals here 
record only a slight increase in choleraic and 
other disorders aggravated by the heat. Work 
in many shops and factories is suspended 
during the hottest part of the day. The 
health of the city is fairly good, though at 
noonday in the shade the thermometer has 
registered 104 degrees. 

The draught which prevails is injur- 
ing the caNile and the crops and in many 
districts the divers are very low. In the upper 
reaches of the River Elbe navigation is difficult, 
owing to the shallowness of the water. 

Americans at the Review. 

Many American visitors were present at the 
Emperor’s review of the Garde du Corps at 
the Tempelhof, Thursday, viewing the spec- 
tacle from the privilege carriage places on the 
field. Among the residents of the United 
States who were: seen among the spectators 
were Mr. Halsey, the New Jersey banker; 
Gen. Cist of Cincinnati, O., and family: Prof. 
Fitzhugh of the Texas University, and Mrs. 
Fitzhugh, and the United States Consul as 
Hamburg, Mr. Charles F. Johnson, and Mrs. 
Johnson. The Emperor looked bronzed and 
strong. A group of fishermen from the 


Island of Heligoland, who had been invited by | 


the Emperor to witness the review, attracted 
much attention by their peculiar costume. 

The Tageblatt, in announcing the conclusion 
of the commercial treaties between Germany 
and Hayti and Venezuela, rejoices in the as- 
sumption that American influence in Spanish 
America will thus receive a check. 

The Frankfort Zeitung (Radical), in mak- 
ing a similar announcement, says: 

The ravid development of the material power 
of the United States menaces the continuation 
of the economic and intellectual supremacy of 
Europe. The transatlantic giant tree threatens 
to overshadow the Old World, depriving it of 
light and air. The peaceful contest for agricul- 
tural supremacy which has lasted for many years 
is succeeded by an industrial contest which is 
causing the destruction of the outposts of the 
German export trade. Far-seeing observers 
prophesy that within a reasonable time Europe 
will sustain even heavier defeats in the arts and 
sciences. 

The Cologne Gazette has begun an agitation 
against permitting the uge of thé French lan- 
guage in the Catholic churches of Alsace- 
Lorraine. The paper complains that ser- 
monsin French are delivered in Strasburg 
Cathedral. 

Prof. Koch, it is announced, intends to 
found sanitary establishments in Siberia and 
the Ural Mountains. He considers the dry, 
cold air of the country especially suitable for 
his treatment of the phthisis. Prof. Koch has 
sent Mr. C. H. Bailey of St. Louis, who has 
been under his care for some time, and who 
is now declared to be cured, into the snow 
regions of Switzerland.

ORGANIZED ON OVALE’S DEATHBED. 


George Ovale Testifies to the Signatures by 
Rubber Stamps. 

Eau Crarez, Wis., Aug. 20.—[Special.]— 
In the Ovale matter today, George Ovale, 
brother of Sigvald Ovale, as a witness was re- 
quired to produce the record book of the 
Ideal Land and Loan company. It showed 
the company was organized by Sigvald Ovale 
on his deathbed, and the articles of incorpor- 
ation were filed at 3 o’clock p. m., May 16, 
1890. 

The first meeting of the incorporators was 
held at Ovdle’s bedside at 4 o' clock, the mem- 
bers of the company being Alfred Cypreansen, 
Andrew Holm, and Ovale.

000 shares was subscribed, Ovale taking all 
but three shares, and an assessment 
of 100 per cent levied at once, 
Ovale was made President, Holm Vice- 
President, Cypreansen Secretary and Treas- 
urer. Ovale turned over tothe company prop- 
erty covered by seventeen deeds, his wife join- 
ing in the conveyance. The property is said 
to be worth $99,000. He also assigned to Cy- 
preansen his stock in this and other com. 
panies, the signature being made with a rub. 
ber stamp, but duly acknowledged and wit- 
nessed, and the consideration in deeds being 
stated at $1. The next day Sigvaid Ovale 
died, In an argument as to the propriety of 
the questions addressed the witness the attor- 
ney for the administration said: What we 
claim is that these stamps have been misused, 
and we desire that they be handed to us that 
the misuse may not continue.” The witness 
said the Ideal Land and Loan company did 
not claim the ownership of. the signature 
stamp. The attorney for the administr ation 
pressed the matter hard, and the witness de- 
livered the stamp of signature and other 
stamps in his possession. Witness had an-

OLDEST WATCH IN THE WORLD. 


It Was Made in London, and Is Owned by 
an American. 

Anaconda (Mont.) Standard: Seth Longa- 
baugh, a prospector and mine owner of Butte, 
has in his possession probably one of the most 
valuable relics in the country. It is a time 
piece in the shape of a watch, and bearing the 
name of Joseph Davis, London, 1221. The 
genuineness of the article is unquestioned, 
and its great value lies in the fact that the 
earliest record of a pocket time piece is 1494, 
and is of Swiss make. 

The Davis watch has been an heirloom of 
the Swan family for nearly 200 years. It 
finally came into the possession of Frank 
Swan, one of the family who lives in Nevada. 
He did not appreciate the value of the watch 
and gave it to his children to play with, and 
when Mr. Longaba first saw it, about four- 
teen years ago, the hands had been broken 
off, and one of the three cases within which 
the works were inclosed was lost. He recog- 
nized its value and secured it from Swan, The 
watch was examined by Tucker, the San Fran- 
‘cisco jeweler. and after making researches he 

ronounced it genuine. More recently Hight 

Fairfield of Butte. made a search in the 
misty past, but the earliest date they could 
find of the existence of watches was 1300. 

The watch in question doubtless represents 
the labor of many years, as is was made eu- 
tirely by hand, and the tool-inarks throughout 
all ite parts are plainly visible, and the watch 
was probably the only one made by Mr. Davis 
of London. The machinery consists of a 
large steel balance wheel, which works with a 
pendulum like a lever, aud m place of the 
modern hair-spring. ia a long steel chain which 
winds and unwinds upon leys. Another 
large wheel, the purpose which is not ap- 
parent, looks like a belt wheel on a thrashmg 
machine. 

Che works are protected and held together 
by a tina ornamental network of brass. carved 
out by hand and riveted together with brass 
22 which show plain hammer marks. On 

back of the works is a polished steel face 
similar to the second dial on a modern watch, 
but — res 8 red. 6. * ob- 
ject of it never out by any 
of the jewelers who have examined it. The 
face of the watch is of polished steel, and the 
hours are marked by raised Roman numerals. 
Around the edge of the faces are figures from 
five to sixty, to represent either seconds or 
minutes, ta the center of tiie dial is the 
British coat of arms in raised brass, consist- 
ing of the crown, lion, and unicorn. 
Phe whole works are inclosed in a silver 
hemisphere, the silver being hammered and 
sharpened by hand, the indentures of the 
hammer showing distinctly. On the outside 
of the silver case is another of hammered 
brass, and the evidence is plain that at one 
time there was still a third case on the outside 
of these two. The watch was wound up with 
some kind ofa key, the keyhole being pro- 
tected by a rude trap or eliding door. 

The watch has a stem nearly two inches 
long, and a ring on the end large enough to 
hitch a horse to. The stem is of solid silver 
and in the middle is nearly half worn awey, 
which alone is a slight indication of its ex- 
tremeage. The watch is said to have been in 
running order up to about twenty years ago. 
It weighs about four ounces, and in sha 
looks like a baseball cut in halves. Mr. 
Longabaugh has at differnt times been offered 
several small fortunes for his relic, but he 
says it is not for sale. He will have it on ex- 
hibition at the World’s Fair.

THINKS A MEAT FAMINE DOUBTFUL. 


Representative of Armour & Co. Says Ship- 
ments Have Gone East Regularly. 

A special dispatch from New York, printed 
yesterday, stated that that city was threatened 
with a meat famine on account of the strike 
at Buffalo and that the price of meat and 
poultry had been advanced from two to three 
cents & pound. C. M. Favorite, who 
has charge of the meat shipments 
to the East for Armour & Co.,

New York. 

„We have been making our regular ship- 
ments of dressed beef to the East, said he, 
“and allour consignments have arrived in 
New York all right. On two or three occasions 
we have even shipped more than usual. There 
is no shortage in that city, so far as I know, 
and for the present the people need not fear a 
famine. There will probably be less live 
stock shi 
of the strike, but I don't think that this will 
affect tne city much. If the butchers have 
advanced prices they did so more from antici- 
pation of a shortage than anything else.”

THE JOHNSTON ISLANDS. 


Tame and Inquisitive Birds and Many- 
Colored Fishes Found There, 

San Francisco Examiner: In 1868 Melville 
Attwood, the mining engineer of this city, 
visited the Johnston Islands in the South Pa- 
cific, about which there is now unusual inter- 
est because of their seizure by the British. 
He went there in company with two com- 
panions to iG the guaho and other re- 
sources for a New York company. 

“The trip was attended with novel feat- 
ures, said he yesterday, and 1 have ever 
since had occasion to remember it. L. 
Louderback and another man, whose name 1 
have forgotton, were with me. We could only 
get within about three-quarters of a mile of 
the islands in our steamer, the waves broke so 
roughly. Besides this an innumerable num- 
ber of turret-like white rocks stuck up all 
around near the shore. ‘ 

„Our vessel couldn’t make a landing, and 
we got out and I went ahead in a whaleboat. 
There wasn’t a soul lived on either island. 
When we touched at an old broken wharf a 
myriad of wild birds flew out. They were of 
all colors and were the most curious collec. 
tion I ever saw. 

“The Kanaka sailors commenced to fish 
right away, but they had to look awful sharp, 
as the birds would grab the fish before they 
could get it from the line. The birds weren’t 
afraid at all. They just hopped and flew and 
waiked around right among us. y were 
of all kinds, sizes, and colors. 

J found the largest island was from half to 
three-fourths of a mile long and almost as 
wide, being of the general shape of a frying- 
pan or, more correctly, of a Norwegian snow- 
shoe. There was three feet or more of guano 
lying on fine coral sand, but above the guano 
again was probably ten feet more of the white 
coral sand. You couldn’t get it out. It would 
cost too much. The other island lay about 
three-quarters of a mile away and was a little 
smaller. Practically the same conditions sur- 
rounded it. The islands rise about eighty or 
100 feet above the ocean. A kind of coarse 
grass or weed about a foot high grows over the 
top. 

There isn’t any water at all, and I don’t 
think the islands have any value except for a 
cable. Not one of them would do for a coal- 
ing station, because the coal would have to be 
conveyed both ways in lighters. 

„One thing that attracted our attention was 
the variety of fish. Like the birds, they are of 
all kinds and colors. waters flash with 
them and give forth the most beautiful effects. 
The best fish is the red mullet, 

“The birds were not satisfied with nabbing 
up the fish from the Kanaka lines as they came 
up out of the water. They surrounded us 
everywhere we went, examined us as some- 
thing curious and chattered away about us.

It began to grow coder as the sun went 
down, and at the station where we stopped to 
change about 6 o’clock we put on more cloth- 
ing, as we intended to travel all night if pos- 
sible, having found out that when once a 
traveler has started it is best to keep going, 
and not let any on t ahead of him to take 
the horses. The fatés were against us, how- 
ever. Atthe very next station the official 
told us that it was not good to travel at night, 
and not being able to persuade him to the 
contrary we were obliged to stay with him un- 
til 5 o’clock the next morning. 

In the post stations nothing but hard 
benches are provided for the weary traveler 
to sleep upon and are only two of those, 
so that when they are occupied he must con- 
tent himself with sleeping on the floor. 

My friend lay down on one of the benches 
and went to sleep. Having drank tea until I 
could drink no more, in a vain endeavor to 
pass the time, I followed his example. For 
some time I ones vety well, but by and by the 
boards grew so hard that I had to turn over 
every few minutes to find a new spot to lie on. 
Then more travelers came in and began tramp- 
ing about the room and talking in a loud tone 
of voice. They called for the sam- 
ovar and amused themselves by making as 
much noise as possible with their tea. But 
finally they, too, had to succumb and lying 
down on the floor, as we had the benches, they 
joined us in the weary operation of trying to 


sleep. 

About 5 o’clock, when the day had begun 
to dawn, they gave us horses and we rode on 
by the light of a warning moon.

At the end of our first stage the station- 
master said that our tickets were all wrong, 
and we would have to wait. Wait for what he 
would not tell us. How the tickets were to be 
fixed we could not find out. All we could do 
was to possess our souls in patience and kill 
time until the station-master saw fit to let us 


proceed. After two hours horses were brought 


out and we were allowed to go on, our tickets 
having, in some mysterious way, become good. 

The shadows of the mountains now began 
to lengthen, and all things prepared for rest. 
The birds ceased ta, sing, the shepherds walk- 
ing before their flocks brought them down 
from the mountains to river, there 
to pass the night, and the lights began 
to twinkle in the asants’ houses; but we 
went on, feeling like veritable wandering 
Jews for whom there was no rest in this world. 

While we were making a change of horses 
we were overtaken by a Russian traveling 
post, whose servant had a horn that he blew 
to warn people on the road tostand aside. 
When we resumed our journey he took his 
seat with our driver and tantantara of his 
horn, which rang through the still night, en- 
abled us to go at full speed through the dark- 
ness, the trains of baggage-wagons turning 
out to the side of the road to let us pass.

NEARLY AS BAD AS OLD ETNA. 


Aboe, the Eastern Volcano, Which Recent- 
ly caused Such Awful Destruction. 

The world knew little of the terrible calami- 
ties that now and then’ befall the helpless 
natives of thé Malayan Archipelago until 
Prof. A. R. Wallace wrote so graphically of 
the tremendous volcanic outbursts that over- 
whelm thousands of people and turn large 
parts of beautiful islands into wastes of lava. 
A fresh calamity is now reported to haveover- 
taken Great Sangir, the Jargest island in the 
little Sangir group between Celebes and the 
Philippines. It is thought that most of its 
inhabitanta, about 12,000 in number, have 
been killed. 

Probably no volcano except Mount Etna 
has ever numbered more victims of its furious 
outbursts than Aboe, whose superb pyramid 
makes Great Sangir visible for many miles at 
sea. Its name -signifies the Cinder, and 
mariners know this giant § destroyer 
well, for it is one of the most 
prominent land-marks on the western edge 
of the Pacific. In 1711 thousands of the natives

CUTTING OFF THE BOOD SUPPLIES. 
A New York atch says:

The strike in alo has already 
price of living in New York, and if it should be- 
come general a famine would shortly result. Prod- 
uce men say that if the trains were tied up for 
ten days food would become scarce, so dependent 
is the public here on other parts of the country. 
As usual the persons to suffer first are the poorer 
classes—tbose who lay in their supplies from day 
to day. Already many of the wholesale dealers 
have been obliged to fall back upon their reserve 
stocks because the tars of merchandise have not 
arrived. Much of this, such as meat, eggs, and 
poultry, is nee and will be unfit for use 
when it does arrive. Washington market yes- 
terday an increase 2 8 cents a pound was re 

ported on the retail price of beef, and an addituon 
8 mutton, lamb, and veal. But- 
ter has gone up 2centsa pound and eggs 2 or 3 
cente a dozen. Poultry has gone up from 1 to3 


cents a 
That is, because some wealthy corporations 


and a mere handful of railroad men—for 
their number is less than a thousand—are 
fighing over a few cents a day two million 
and a half of people in New York and Brook- 
lyn who are not in the least interested in the 
fight or the fighters, and who are neither di- 
rectly nor indirectly to blame for anything 
that has happened, have to pay more for their 
food. The innocent millions are suffering for 
the sins of the guilty few, and from present 
appearances may continue to do so indefl- 
nitely. Ihe hundreds of thousands of poor in 
New York and Brooklyn may be starved in 
order that the switchmen and the railroads 
may fight to a finish this dispute over a few 
cents a day on the pay of 1,000 men. 

Possibly the eyes of the community may be 
opened to the fact that it is a greater crime to 
prevent the free transportation of the food 
supplies of millions of people, and to break 
up the trade and commerce carried on along 
great continental roads, than it is to interfere 
with the free passage of the mails. No striker 
ventures to touch a United States mail-car, for 
he knows that he will be sent to the penitentiary 
if he is caught domg it. But he does not hes- 
itate to delay trains taden with food because 
the Federal Government 1s not authorized by 
Congress to take them under its protection. 
If a switchman breaks into a car and steals k 
cheese or can of milk or a barrel of flour he 
is sent to jail. If he throws a switch wrong 
and ties up an entire milk train or meat train 
solong that the entire contents are spoilt 
nothing is done to him, and he does not see 
any reason why the road should not reémploy 
him at the higher wages he demands. 

The policy has been hitherto to let strikers 
and their employers fight it out, and in the 
meantime let the public suffer. It has become 
apparent that that will not do in the case of 
railroads, which are quasi-public corporations 
and common carriers. The public are as much 
entitled to the unobstructed use of the facili- 
ties railroads afford as they are to avail them- 
selves of the postoffice and the courts. The 
railroads are a branch of the public service, 
and a government which allows them to 
neglect their duties because some switchmen 
and directors cannot agree about wages or 
hours is unmindful of its own obligations to 
the people, whose taxes support all its tax- 
eaters. 

The most important question before the 
public now is to find some way, quick ana de- 
cisive, in which disputes between railroad of- 
ficials and their workmen can be settled with- 
out interfering with and damaging the inter- 
ests, comfort, and rights of the community. 
The present reckless method, which runs into 
anarchy, is an obvious failure, as the food- 
consumers of New York can testify. 


‘MARS PROBLEMS. 

The news of discoveries made on the planet 
Mars by observers at the opposition of this 
year is tame ahd commonplace by the side of 
what was widely hoped for if not expected. 
It is especially disappointing as compared 
with the results of observation of the planet 
at his opposition of fifteen years ago, when 
the big telescope at Washington revealed the 
existence of two previously unknown moons 
revolving around him. It was by not a few 
thought probable that the larger instruments 
which have been mounted since then would 
add immensely to our knowledge of conditions 
that obtain on the surface of the planet if not 
in his exterior vicinity. Butit may be said 
that the “‘ discoveries ’’ thus far reported for 
this time rather perplex than satisfy curiosity. 
It is hard to account for them. 

Kor instance, there is the observed melting 
of ever so many million square miles of what 
appears to be snow, and its transference in 
the shape of water to other parts of the sur- 
face, all within the space of about a single 
month. This is utterly without a parallel by 
earth phenomena. The snow caps arouna the 
earth’s poles seem to vary but little in volume 
from one season to another, and those on the 
tops of high mountains near the equator 
change but little in comparison with the 
change that would seem to have taken plac 
on Mars. It is true the ellipticity of his orbit 
is much greater than that of the earth, but 
even at his least distance he does not receive 
from the sun much more than half the heat ex- 
citement produced on the earth by the solar 
ray, other things being equal. Admit that the 
atmosphere of Mars is considerably less dense 
than ours. In that case the heat excitement 
from the sun will be lost more rapidly by 
radiation than is the rule with the earth unless 
his atmosphere contained more vapor than 
ours does, which is hardly probable. But here 
again comes the difficulty that the temperature 
on the surface of Mars has been inferred to be 
mild and uniform in comparison with ours, 
which may be thought to demand a denser at- 
mosphere than that surrounding the earth, 
and hardly agrees with the recent deduction 
of vast dissolution of snow in the south polar

GROSS INCONSISTENCY OF DEMOCRATIC 
WAGE WORKERS. : 

The readers of the newspapers have teen 
that for several days a state of civil war has 
been existing in a number of Tennessee coun- 
ties. There is an armed insurrection against 
the authority of the State which is difficult to 
put down, 

Following the example of many other Soutb- 
ern Commonwealths, Tennessee, instead of 
building a suitable penitentiary and confining 
its convicts therein, has leased the labor of 
most of its jail-birds, black and white, to con- 
tractors, who undertake to feed, clothe, and 
guard them and sometimes pay a trifle to the 
State for their labor. The Tennessee con- 
tractors have employed most of the 
thousand men they hire in working in coal 
and iron mines in different parts of the State. 
They have 150 at work at the scene of the 
present disturbances, The free miners, num- 
bering several thousands, have resolved that 
convicts shall not work in the mines and have 
broken up most of the convict camps in An- 
ance of State authority. 

The reason which these coal miners assign 
for defying the laws of Tennessee and making 
war upon their State government is that the 
labor of the convicts costs the contractors 
who hire it less than free labor costs the 
bosses who hire it, and that, therefore, those 
who employ the involuntary labor can pro- 
duce coal at a lower rate perton than those 
who employ voluntary labor; that they are 
able to undersell in the market their compet- 
itors who use free labor, and that the result 
is to keep down or force down the wages of 
the free miner more or less. 

But these coal miners are not going to vote 
this fall as they are shooting now. Their 
bullets are fired at the State militia to secure 
them protection against a possible lower wage 
scale caused by competition with the handful 
of Tennessee convicts. Their ballots Nov. 8 
will be cast to deprive themselves and other 
workmen of the large protection they are en- 
joying against the low wage scale of old 
Europe. Ninety per cent at least of these 
belligerent coal miners will vote in Novem- 
ber for Cleveland and free trade and the un- 
obstructed admission of all the competing 
products of European cheap labor. Never 
did men show grosser inconsistency. They 
are risking their lives and liberty to secure a 
little sentimental protection against the coal 
dug by a handful of convicts, and they are at 
the same time preparing to vote to abandon 
an infinitely.greater protection from the un- 
derbidding of millions of European half-paid 
workmen. 

The iron furnaces and steel mills of Tennes- 
see are the chief consumers of the products of 
those coal mines which these mines wish to 
free from cheap labor. Free trade and the 
unlimited admission of low-priced European 
metal would close these furnaces and mills, 
and the demand for the coal would cease un- 
less the workmen greatly reduced their wages. 
They are going to vote for the greater compe- 
tition from beyond the seas, which would de- 
prive them of their present means of earning a 
living and force them to accept half wages or 
tramp for a living. 

It may be said that these Southern coal 
miners are an illiterate set of men and should 
not be severely blamed for being so horri- 
bly inconsistent because they know no bet- 
ter. But the same extraordinary course 
is pursued by the Democrats of IIlinois, 
who would resent an assertion that they were 
not intelligent, and did not know the conse- 
quence of their political acts. Yet the Demo- 
cratic State platform has a plank on the sub- 
ject of convict labor, and the Democratic 
workingmen of this city—thousands of them— 
are complaining continually that they are be- 
ing interfered with by the cheap labor of the 
handful of convicts at Joliet, and ask to be 
protected against that labor because it is 
cheap, and the goods made with it are cheap 
and tend to undersell the goods which are 
made with their labor, which is dearer. At 
the same time that these Democratic work- 
men of Chicago are fussing over this pic- 
ayune competition they are preparing to hur- 
rah, while parading the street with torchlights, 
for Cleveland, Stevenson and Altgeid, Who are 
in favor of radical free trade and the ad- 
mission to this country of thou- 
sands of shiploads of goods made by 
European labor, which costs its employer 
less than the ordinary penitentiary labor does 
the prison contractor in this country. 

Where is the consistency in fighting the 
petty competition of a handful of convicts 
and welcoming with open arms the com- 
petition of millions of cheap European work- 

men? 

The wageworkers of this country have but 
ten weeks left in which to study up these mat- 
ters. They ought to lose no time in examin- 
ing their position on this question of the com- 
petition of cheap labor. If it is for their in- 
terest to vote for free trade with Europe than 
this convict labor matter is not worth consid- 
eration. If the competition of the convicts is 
injurious to them a vote for Cleveland and 
free trade would be the height of folly from 
the standpoint of their own interests,

JUDGE ALTGELD’S WAR RECORD. 

Judge Altgeld ought to say more about his 
war record or say nothing. In his speech of 
acceptance at Springfield he said: 

In 1864, when I was 16 years old, I went into the 
Union army, and for some months carried a gun 
around in the swamps below Richmond. I did 
not bleed and I did not die, but I was there: al- 
ways reported for duty; always on deck, never 
shirked, and never ran away. 


He stated the other day while in Fulton 
County that he enlisted in Compauy C of the 
164th Ohio, commanded by Col. Mills. In re- 
ply to an inquiry the Adjutant-General of 
Ohio reports that the name of Altgeld does 
not appar on the rolls of Company C. and 
that the Colonel of the regiment was not 
named Mills, and that there was no commis- 
sioned officer of that name in the regi:nent, 
which was raised for a hundred days only, 
and was then discharged, paid off, and sent 
home, The record shows that these 100-day 
volunteers were in no battles. and few fired a 
shot at the enemy. 

It may be that the Judge enlisted under a 
false name and has forgotten who his Colonel 
was. It may be that the “swamps below 
Richmond” he spoke of lie below New Rich- 
mond on the Ohio River. It may be that he 
is entitled to wear the Grand Army button, 
but has been too modest to lay claim to it. 
But as he has boasted of his army service he 
ought to produce his mustering-out papers, 
which will give the number of his regiment 
and the names of his officers, and if possible 
he should get some of his old comrades to 
e fo his services in those mysterious 

“ swamps” he speaks of. I+ would be u good 
idea for the Judge to take one of his old mess- 
mates along with him while he is stumping

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WIDE TIR TIRES es FOR TRUCK WHEELS, 

‘The Terre Haute Express reports the intro- 
duction of an ordinance making it unlawful 
to drive over any street or alley in that city 

that has been paved with wood, stone, brick, 
or asphalt any wagon or vehicle the weight of 
which, including its load, shall exceed 3,000 
pounds, unless the tires of such vehicle are at 
least three inches in width. If the vehicle ana 
its load weigh more thap 4,000 pounds the 
tires must be at Jeast four inches in width. A 
fine of not less than $5 or more than $50 may 
be imposed for each offense. It is expected 
the ordinance will be passed at the next meet- 
ing, and if so it will go into effect Oct. 25 next. 
It is a gréat pity we cannot have such an 
ordinance passed and enforced in Chicago. It 
is sadly needed. The narrow tired wheels of 
heavy loaded wagons are as badly destructive 
to the street as the coal smoke is a nuisance 
over head. No teamster has @ moral or equi- 
table right to destroy the property of the tax- 
payers by driving over pavements they have 
paid for vehicles with wheels that cut in deep 
and break up the surface as if cut with a 
blunt knife. Yet this is done every day by 
thousands of vehicles in this city, and that 
without the Common Council doing a thing to 


stop it. Heavy loads drawn on thin wheels 


furrow even the asphalt pavement in course 
of time. They cut into the wooden blocks, 
crushing the fiber, which thus takes 
in water and quickly rots, and ef- 
fectually spoiling the roadway for all time, 
till a new pavement is laid to be ruined in the 
same way as the one that preceded it. The 
granite blocks suffer less than the wooden 
pavement, but even they are depressed irreg 
ularly, and the surface is thus made rough, to 
the detriment of ordinary traffic and the dis- 
comfort of pedestrians, Limestone or gravel 
macadam pavements are speedily worn, torn, 
and destroyed by the narrow tires of truck 
wagons. And there is no apology for all this 
waste, except the inertia of vehicle owners, 
who do not care to take the trouble and incur 
the expense of making a change that they can- 
not deny would be made in the interest of the 
public of which they form apart. And the 
city Aldermen allow this destruction of the 
streets to go right on under their eyes from 
year to year and never lift a finger to stop it, 
though the damage to their constituents 
amounts to millions of dollars per annum. 

It is well known that for soft or sandy 
ground the bread tire is much better than the 
narrow one. It does not sink so deeply, for 
which reason the same load can be drawn with 
less horse power. On all soft roads and soft 
stretches the owner of the vehicle would find 
the tire proportioned in width to the weight of 
the load to be decidedly to his own advantage in 
traction force to be expended, while on the 
hard roads he would be no worse off, though 
abstaining from the commission of a great in- 
jury on the street pavements. On all kinds of 
pavements the narrow tire works so much 
mischief that ite extent is out of all propor- 
tion to the amount of money necessary to 
make the change in the wheels. It is a mod- 
erate estimate to place the shortening 
of the life of a pavement by narrow 
ires at one-third. That is as much 
as to say that the damage done in one year to 
the street pavements. of Chicago by narrow 
wagon tires is far more than equal to the ex- 
penditure that would have to be incurred in 
replacing by wider tires all the vehicles that 
carry heavy loads through the streets of this 
city. So the very least our municipal author- 
ities should do in the thatter is to require that 
all new wheels placed upon the streets shall 
conform to some such regulation as that pro- 
posed for Terre Haute. Andin the meantime 
levy a tax on the narrow-tire trucks. One 
would think so simple and easy a rule as that 
would not be objected to, even by the worst 
offenders. That would solve the problem ina 
comparatively short time without incom- 
moding any teamster. The plan ought to be 
adopted unless the more stringent measure 
proposed for Terre Haute be resorted to at 
once. The evil is constantly increasing with 
the growth in the number of such vehicles. 


A NEW MOVEMENT IN MUNICIPAL RE- 
FORM. 


A new movement recently has been inaugu- 


rated by some of the publicspirited young 


men of New York, looking to the accomplish- 
ment of municipal reform in that Tammany- 
ridden city. They have organized a city club, 
composed of men who desire to have clean 
and honest city administration, and are will- 
ing to work for it without making any account 
of national politics. They are young. men 
from all parties, who are willing to divorce 
local affairs from national politics, and work 
together zealously and persistently to rescue 
the city from the domination of the corrupt, 
boodling Tammany gang which is robbing and 
disgracing it. They propose to have a head- 
quarters, which, in addition to the usual prop- 
erties of such a house, will also have ample 
facilities for publishing and distribut- 
ing documents and educational litera - 
ture. The minimum membership of 
500, which was proposed as 3 
beginning, was quickly reached, and the 
membership is now approaching the first 
thousand. An account of the new organiza- 
tion says: The idea is to organize ulti- 
mately the intelligence, and morality of the 
community as thoroughly as the cupidity and 
ignorance of it have for years been organized 
by the political machines, and thus to make 
the former a power which shall drive the lat- 
ter from the control of the government.” If 
anything can save New York it will be such 
an organization as this. The moral, intellect- 
ual, honest, and law-abiding elements, 
strongly banded together without regard to 
party affiliations so far as local matters are 
concerned, if they display the same industry, 
energy, and persistency as the corrupt and 
lawless elements, ultimately can rescue New 
York City; for there, as everywhere else, re- 
spectable and intelligent citizens are in 
the majority. It is only necessary 
to organize that majority instead of 
dividing it into factions by national political 
affiliations, which should have nothing to do 
with municipal affairs, to win the victory. 
There is urgent need for just such an organ- 
ization as this of New York in Chicago, where 
a smaller but just as corrupt Tammany is try- 
ing to get control of the city next spring and 
run it for the sole purpose of the money they 
can make out of it. If Chicago had a club of 
1,000 young men of both parties and public 
spirited resolute men from different walks of 
life and from various parts of the city, freed 
from all -aationsl party trammels so far as 
muni¢ipal affairs are concerned, looking at 
the management of the city’s business not 
from the standpoint of either Cleveland or 
Harrison or Bidwell or Weaver, who have 
nothing to do with the local matters of the 
Chicago corporation, but from the standpoint 
of municipal good, it would accomplish an 
excellent and much-needed reform and give 
us a clean, honest, well managed, ana well 
pres neg Par city. |

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WHY NOT MAKE HIM GOVERNOR OF TEN- 
NESSEE! 

Gen. Anderson of the Tennessee militia 
seems to be made out of the right kind of 
stuff, and his manly, conrageous conduct is 
ali the more conspicuous as it stands out in 
strong relief against a background of much 
cowardice and more incompetency in dealing 
with the coal miners’ insurrection against the 
law of the State. Gen. Anderson has borne 
himself like a hero. He was captured while 
defending the stockade at Coal Creek by a 
despicable act of treachery. He was given to 
understand by a party which approached the 
stockade under a flag of truce that the miners 
were desirous of hearing him, that if he would 
address them it might have good effect, and 
that in any event he should be guaranteed 
safe conduct back to his quarters. He took 
the coal miners at their word, went to the 
depot and addreased them, urging them to re- 
spect and obey the law as long as it was a law 
(referring to the law concerning convict 
leases). While. making his speech he was 
approached by a burly ruffian, one of the 
leaders of the mob, with pistol lev- 
eled at him, and was ordered to surrender or 
be shot, The General did not flinch. He 
drew back a step, and said to the scoundrel, 
Shoot, you —— coward, shoot!“ The shot 
was not fired. The ruffian slunk back. The 
miners did not carry out their perfidious plot. 
He was held as a prisoner. Since that time he 
has been rescued by the reinforcements which 
have come up. 

Tun Trrsune suggests that the people of 
Tennessee without regard to party could not 
do better than to make Gen. Anderson their 
Governor. Compare his record with tha. of 
the weak and vacillating Gov. Buchanan, 
whom the Gideonites are preparing to 
accept as their candidate. Had Gen. Anderson 
been in his place there would have been 
no war made on the State by the coal miners. 
Law and order would have been maintained. 
What Tennessee and every other Southern 
State most needs is an Executive who has 
pluck enough to enforce the peace laws of his 
State after he has engaged to do it as a con- 
dition of taking office. Gen. Anderson is a 
man of that kind and he ought to have a high- 
er office than that of a train-band Captain 
serving under a weak, time-serving Governor. 
He ought to be the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Tennessee militia. His orders would be 
obeyed or there would be trouble or blood 
shed. 


THE FOLLY OF THE 600 ,000-FOOT CHAN- 
NEL 


Mr. Cooley has succeeded in committing 
the Drainage Trustees to a 600,000-foot capac- 
ity channel from Joliet to Willow Springs 
through the rock. He is laboring new to in- 
duce them to give the same capacity to the 
channel between Willow Springs and Summit, 
which the law does nut require. If he fails it 
will be a biessing for the taxpayers. If he 
succeeds his next step will be to insist that the 
excavation between Summit and Bridgeport 
be given a depth of 18 feet and a width to dis- 
charge 600,000 cubic feet per minute. 

But supposing that Cooley carries his point, 
and the funds of the district are squandered 
in cutting the deep, wide ditch he yearns for 
clear up to a junction with the Softh Branch. 
He will be merely at the beginning of his 
troubles. He will have on his hands a 600, 
000-foot ditch and no money with which to 
get even 300,000 feet of water into if. Conse- 
quently the Drainage Trustees after having 
spent about twenty-four millions on the double 
capacity ditch will be unable to pass half the 
water through the channel which it can carry. 

The law provides that the channel, asa 
whole, cannot be used until the Trustees turn 
800,000 cubic feet of water into it. If the 
channel were finished from Bridgeport to 
Joliet today, no water would be allowed to 
flow through it to Joliet until the South 
Branch had been so widened and deepened as 
to enable it to furnish 300,000 cubic feet 
of water a minute. To widen the South 
Branch and to pile five or six 
miles of the banks, and to build new 
steel steam-turning bridges from Lake street to 
Bridgeport, and to cover all the incidental ex- 
penses, will take a great deal of money— 
how many millions cannot be told until the 
cost of the land taken is learned. It is, how- 
ever, not within the means of the Drainage 
District, under the existing law, if those 
means are squandered on a 600,000-foot chan- 
nel, 

If Cooley is able to keep on Cooleyizing the 
board he will bring his 600,000-foot channel 
up to the South Branch. Being then out of 
money he will go to the Legisiature—the big 
ditch bemg unused in the meantime—and will 
ask for authority to sell many more millions 
of bonds and to levy many millions more 
taxes, in order that 600,000 feet of water may 
be brought through the city to Bridgeport. 
To take that quantity of water through the 
city and pay land damages, build vast steel 
bridges, would call for more than twice the 
previous outlay. Various plans have been 
suggested by the Cooleyites—an open canal 
from Cheltenham Beach, an open canal on 
the line of Thirty-ninth street, anda covered 
conduit with a capacity for 300,000 eubic feet 
on the line of Sixteenth street. The first two 
of these would require the condemnation of 
wide strips of valuable property to get a right 
of way. They would necessitate the construc- 
tion of great swing bridges costing millions 
for construction. The Sixteenth street chan- 
nel scheme will destroy many whole blocks, 
and add enormously to the land damages, 
without adding anything to the benefits. And 
it would also require an enlargement of the 
South Branch from Sixteenth street to Bridge- 
port, which would cost tens of millions for land 
damages and vast bridges. And until this 
work was practically done not one drop of 
water and sewage would be allowed to flow 
through the great channel to Joliet. 

It ought to be plain enough to every one that 
it 1s impossible, for the present generation at 
least, to supply more than 8 cubic feet 
of water through the city.

The system 
of killing measures in committee. by failure 
to have a quorum is an old and familiar 
one, but it must not be resorted to in this 
case. I+ is possible that the members of the 
committee have friends who would be inter- 
fered with if the present way of disposing of 
garbage were abandoned. It may be that the 
Aldermen prefer the dirty and expensive 
method because it pays the bums better. 
They should understand, however, that the 
people are in earnest in this matter. If noth- 
ing has been said lately about crematories it 
is not because the interest has died out, but 
because it was believed that the matter was 
being attended to. If it turns out that the Fi- 
nance committee is trying to kill this erema- 
tory project its members will hear a great 
many unpleasant things from the newspapers 
and their constituents, or at least those of 
them who believe in cleanliness.

A System Which Made the Purchase of 
Property Possible to Poor People.

New Ideas in Exterior Finish of a Mercan- 
tile Building. 

Some unique features are promitzed in the 
mercantile building to be erected by the lease- 
hold trustees at the northwest corner of State 
and Madison streets. Plans are being worked 
out for the use of thin plates of aluminum in 
the outside finish. The material to be used is 
known as aluminum bronze. The metal has 
been used to some extent for interior decora- 
tion, but it is claimed that the projected State 
street building will be the first in which 
it will be used in working out exterior 
details.

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THOMAS n TELLS OF ITS 
‘PEOPLE AND MANNERS. 


How Great Britain and France Have Quar- 
reled, Fought, and Agreed Over the 


Land—Present Arrangements Now Un- 
satisfactory to the Natives—The Ruler 
the Sole Owner of the Land—The Proud 
Hovas and Their Handsome Women—A 
Place of Great Promise for Enterprise, 


Thomas Wilkinson; perhaps the most prom- 
inent white resident of the Island of Mada- 
gascar, was at the Grand Pacific yesterday. 

He is a middle-aged Englishman with mild 
manners, He has for years been a leading 
man in the mixed but redhot politics of the 
island. Twice he has been expelled from the 


‘island by the British and once an army was 


recruited to arrest him. In the late war be- 
tween France and Madagascar the French 
troops exerted themselves to capture him, and 
the Admiral sent word he meant to hang him. 

Jam a merchant and have lived in Mada- 
gascar and Mauritius .thirty years,” said Mr. 
Wilkinson. I have taken some interest in 
politics and have been connected with the 
press. Duels are not customary in my native 
land, but they are in Madagascar. I am op- 
posed to the practice, but after I became in- 
terested in politics I let my enemies know 
thati would meet them with my pen or 
sword. There would then be no need to at- 
tack me on the street, and I said if that were 
done I should meet my antagonist as I would 

a lion. In my thirty years’ residence only two 
men laid hands on me. Both were shot, 
though not fatally.” 

Mr. Wilkinson has been the subject of 
warm debates in the French Chamber of Dep- 
uties and the British Parliament. 

British-French Convention. 

“Disturbances in the politics of Madagas- 
car are chiefly owing to foreign influences, 
said Mr. Wilkinson. At first the island was 
coveted by the British. France then desired 
it, and it was jealousy of the former power’s 
growing influence which led to the late war 
with France. That country and Great Britain 
have now made aconvention under thé terms 
of which the English Government agrees not 
to interfere with the operations of the French 
in our island, while on its bart France prom- 
ises to keep out of Zanzibar, where English 
companies are now establishing themselves. 
This arrangement is most distasteful) to the 
people of Madagascar, at least to the vast 
majority. Lord Salisbury, in carrying 
out the terms of the convention, di- 
rected the British Consul to communicate 
through the French Resident, any business he 
had with the native Frime Minister. The lat- 
ter has refused to assent to this arrangement. 
Consequently the British Consul must either 
violate bis orders from the home office or else 
— Re inteféourse with che native govern- 
men 

“A heavy indemnity was laid upon the isl- 
and at the close of late war. The money 
had to be borrowed from the Comptoir d' Es- 
compte, and the import. duties collected at 
two ports were turned over to pay the interest 
on it. These custom fees are still paid to the 
Queen, but à representative of the French 
bank handles them first. This creates dissat- 
isfaction. The French are pushing their in flu- 
ence through the most wily diplomatic agents 
and through the Jesuits. They aim to control 
the island either through a protectorate or 
some other way. 

The present Prime Minister is named 
Ramariairivong. He is an able man and bit- 
terly opposed to the Freuen. He seeks to 
neutralize theirinfluence by encouraging im- 
migration, hoping that a mixture of races may 
operate to retain Madagascar for its own peo- 
pie. The future of the island will depend toa 
large extent upon politics in Europe. 

Proud Men and Handsome Women. 


Mr. Wilkinson talks interestingly of life and 
manners in his far-off home. 

Madagascar, said he, is of about the 
same urea as France It supports a popula- 
tion of 3,000,000, ef which about 600 are Euro- 
peans. That strip of water which separates 
the — from East Africa looks narrow in 
Barr aphiea, — it is 500 miles wide. 

They 
are an intelligent, p people and probably 
are of Malay origin. ir color shades from 
a light olive. Many of the women are posi- 
tively handsome, even if | gudged by European 
standard. They have long glossy hair and 
are noticeable for fine figures. The Hovas 
occupy the table land, for, while the climate 
of at 4,000 feet elevation is exquisite, the 
shore lands are malarious, humid, and they 
burn under the sun of the real tropics. There 
are yet many wild,. barbarous tribes in the 
interior, but the Hovas are more than half 
civilized. They always have, indeed, differed 
from tropical African people in custom. Their 
original religion included a central Diety, but 
the rites of worship were mixed with much 
witchcraft and superstition. The Protestant 
and Catholic missionaries have produced 
great changes. With comparative ease the 
natives, as a flass, art con verted to those re- 
ligions. 

With the introduction of education Mad- 
aguscer has adopted a written language. Now 
the islanders’ immense collection of legends 
—— folk lore is bemg printed. Newspapers 

* ublished. The 22 small sheets printed 
nglish, French, and the native tongue. 
The Madagascaus are an imitative people. 
They learn quickly. I have seen expert pen- 
men, noticeable mathematicians, and musi- 
cians developed from half savages. The Eu- 
ropean style of dress has been adopted, On 
state occasions the Queen appears clad in the 
latest Paris mode, resplendent in diamonds. 
Her Ministers wear clothes made on the Paris 
boulevards and Oxford street. But there are 
still left inany proud old Hovas who disdain 
any other than the native costume. This 
consists of 2 a eight yards of calico 
wound around y in graceful folds, 
Slavery still . 5 but by agreement with 
civilized powers no fore slaves are 
brought to the island. The natives 
are divided into many castes byas m 
more rigid than that which obtains in India. 
The hewer of wood will not draw water. My 
horse—there are few horses in Madagascar, 
by the way—once was deprived of food for 
twenty-fuur hours because the grass-cutter 
was away, and no other servant would perform 
the duty.” 
Its Ruler Its Sole Proprietor, 

Edward Bellamy should study Madagascar. 
There is no such thing on that. island as an in- 
dividual title to land. The land is vested in 
the sovereign. A man may farm it during 
his ruier’s pleasure, b but he can sell wy men 
but his Crops and his improvements. A 
mit tocut wood or quarry stone, whic is 
sometimes given, may be sold by the holder. 

»The government is an absolute despot- 
ism,’’ Mr. Wilkinson said. The throne re- 
mains in the royal family, but does not de- 
scendin the order of primogeniture. The 
sovereign is supposed to nominate 4 fitting 
successor. The new Queen then marries. the 
Prime Minister and thus ne becomes the real 
ruler. The present Queen Ranavalona is aged 
about 20. er husband, the Prime Minister, 
Rainilaiarivony, was the father of nineteen 
children when were ma The Queen 
has a Cabinet in imitation of European Cab- 
inets, but it is a mere form. A standing army 
is maintained. The soldiers aro arm with 
rifles and they have some artillery. They are 
brave fighters. The island has no‘ roads, not 
even foot-paths, from the coast. The French 
did not wish to pursue the Hovas into the 
mountains and the soldiers did not operate 
beyond the coast in the war.

STRANGE STORY OF A VAMPIRE. 


He Is Now an Inmate of the Ohio Peni- 
| tentiary. 

Cincinnati Enquirer: One action of the 
Board of Managers of the Ohio Penitentiary 
escaped the observation of the newspapers the 
last week. It related to one of the most re- 
markable cases in the history of the institu- 
tion. The board directed its Secretary io 
notify the national authorities that Jimmy 
Brown, the insane United States prisoner, 
must be removed from the prison within the 
next thirty days. This was brought about by 
the increased care and responsibility the 
charge makes. 

The case of Brown 1s one of the most noted 
of the prison. Twenty-five years ago his 
crime was the talk of the Nation. He was 
charged with being a vampire, and it was 
alleged that he lived on human blood. Brown 
was a.Portuguese sailor and cook about 22 
years of age, and shipped on a fishing smack 
from Boston for a trip up the coast in the 
summer of A re wasa crew of about 
thirty men, and one day one of men was 
missing. Tt was thought be had fallen 
overboard, and nothi was thought of it 
until the mate, a healthy young sailor, was 
miss Two days afterward his body was 
found hidden in the hold and near it the 
body of the common sailor. A remarkable 
fact was there were cuts in various parts 
of the bodies and they were sucked dry of 
blood. The men watched for several hours 
and were rewarded finally by seeing Brown 
stealthily creep up tothe bodies and move 
them to another part of the hold.

SNAKES NOT ALWAYS CHARMERS. 


Much Nonsense Has Been Printed About 
Their Powers. 

A great deal of nonsense hus been published, 
and a great deal more is believed, about 
snakes. Some most thrilling stories turn upon 
a power which serpents are credited with of 
faginating their victims. This appears to be 
a superstition, According to Mr. Vincent 
Richards, mice, birds, dogs, guinea pigs, and 
other small animais, oe into a 
rattlesnake’ s cage, show little fear, even 
at and afterward none whatever. 
Smaller birds, after fluttering about till 
they are tired, end by wa ie | amusingly 
familiar with the snakes. Mr. Richards put 
pet. rats into a cage containing forty cobras. 

outset the rats’ appetites were consid 
soa y affected, and they were evidently. 
alarmed. In a short space of time, however, 
they recovered their spirits and caused consid- 
erable commotion among the cobras by 
running all over their heads and bodies. The 
— sented this famiiiarity oy darting at 
rand at imaginary foes. The rats 
lived and parcook of food in the cage for ten 
or twelve days, when, one after an ther, they 
were found deuad—‘* victims, no doubt, of mis- 
placed confidence.”’

Ammonia, alco- 
hol, pis ma the patient move about are 
worse than — for they increase the 
action of the circulation, and thereby promote 
the absorption of the poison. Even perman- 
ganate of potash is ty no effect unless it is 
administered within four minutes. 

Researches into the nature of the poison, 
says the Popular Science Monthly, have 
shown that it resides in some proteid, and 
that there are three toxic elements—globulin, 
serum albumen and acid albumen—but

poisonous power, is as much in the dark as 
ever.

The early church, like its 
great founder, reckoned the care of the poor 


a religious service, and deacons were first ap- 


pointed for that function. But women were 


geeluded in many countries in which Christi- 


anity was preached, and in all countries 
there were peculiar duties pertaining to the 
care of the sick and destitute that only a wom- 
an could perform. From this fact came 
naturally the early appointment of female 


~~ deacons. Deaconesses aré especially men- 


thoned as ministering to those who were im- 
prisoned for the gospel’s sake. Then they 


were found of no small service in the matter 


of systematic visitation and in bringing per- 
sonal womanly influence to bear in every pos- 


- gible way in gaining converts. The deacon- 


esses were at first ordained with solemn cere- 
mony by laying on of the hands of the 
Bishop, or some other ecclesiastical authority. 
But this was not always the case, for there are 
evidences of emphatic and bitter protests 


‘ against the ordination of women, as there 


still are in our own day. There has come

nurses. It was soon found desirable toorgan- 
ize these: devoted women into a distinct band. 
Then it was that the order of deaconesses 
was revived. From those humble beginnings 
the work of the deaconesses has extended in a 
marvelous way. The little dwelling at Kaisers- 
werth stands as the center of a large circle of 
buildings which Christian philanthropy has 
erected. Branch houses reach out from 
Kaiserswerth—twenty-four of them—and there 
are many affiliated establishments, such as 
hospitals at Jerusalem, Constantinople, Pesth, 
Alexandria, and Cairo; schools at Smyrna, 
Bucharest, Jerusalem, Beirut, and in Italy. 
The work of the humble tor has stirred.the 
heart of Europe, and y there are deacon-

ess institutions in France, Switzerland. Hol- 
land, Sweden, Denmark, Finland, Russia, 
Austria, and Engiand. 
Pastor Fliedner came to this country in 
1849 at the nt request of the Rev. W. A. 
Passavant of Pittsburg, who had become 
deeply interested in the work established by 
the good pastor of Kaiserswerth. Fliedner 
brought four deaconesses. with him and at 
once began work in a Pittsburg hospital. 
Several devout women joined themselves to 
these four German deaconesses and one of 
them, Louise Marthens, was ordained a dea- 
coness after the method in vogue at Kaisers- 
werth. To this woman belongs the honor of 
peing the first woman set apart in 
America for the 0 and work of 
a deaconess. Sister Louise is. still 
living and is still engaged in deaconess work as 
nurse in the Lutheran Hospital at Jackson- 
ville, II. Bat the venture at Pittsburg did 
not meet with much permanent success. The 
home was abanduned through lack of sympa- 
and support. 
85 3 deaconess home in the Lutheran 
Church in America is the one recently estab- 
lished in Philadelphia and known as the Mary 
J. Drexel home and mother house of deacon- 
esses. A second home will soon be formed at 
Milwaukee, where several Lutheran deacon-

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Women who were unable from ill- 
health or other reasons to go to distant 
regions, or who were drawn especially to the 
flelds offered in such sad abundance in our 
great cities—how could they enter the work? 
No way was open to them except the very rare 
opportunity of becoming a church missionary, 
or the stil} rarer chance of findi city mis- 
sionary work under the Woman’s Home Mis- 
sionary Society, which at that time was em- 
loying but one or two missionaries in all the 
eld of our Northern cities. These facts im- 
ressed us greatly, and we asked our Traini 
shool Board if we might use the schoo 
building during the summer just before 
us for the sheltermg of such mem- 
bers of the school as might 
be willing to remain and engage in city mis- 
sion work. The permission was given and we 
found eight of our girls willing to enter the 
work. There was not a penny of support 
pledged, but we knew the heart of the church, 
so we were not afraid. Thus our first deacon- 
ess home grew out of the urgent need of a 
reat city, coupled with the ability, in some 
egree, to meet that need. Here was the field 
and here were the workers, trained for the

do less than enter this open door?“ 

Thus this magnificent work of Christian 
philanthropy began in Chicago. The first days 
were full of hope, yet not without much 
anxiety. No salaries were paid, because 
there was no money in the treasury. A cos- 
tume was adopted as a means of economy 
and protection. The deaconesses lived to- 
gether in their humble home witha sort of 
community of interests. It was not long be- 
fore the great value of the work of these de- 
voted women was recognized by the church 
and the movement so fortuitously begun re- 
ceived official sanction. 

The work of the deaconesses is of a varied 
character. There are two general classes of 
deuconesses —visiting and nurse. The visiting 
deaconess is usually associated with the pastor 
of a church and carries on her work 
wn the parish either under his imme- 
diate direction or in general harmony 
with his wishes. She sometimes canvasses 
whole sections of a community, calling atevery 
house, ascertaining how many children there 
are in the family, whether they attend Sunday- 
school or not, if there are any severe cases of 
sickness where help of nurse or physician is

the humbler portions of the city. She was an 
invalid, suffermg from consumption, was liv- 
ing in an attic, and was utterly destitute of 
food and fuel. I promised assistance in the 
way of necessaries, and spoke some words of 
comfort and cheer. On leavi room 
Mrs. S., the woman who had notified the Dea- 
coness’ Home, followed me to the door and 
said: ‘Come and see where I live.’ She 
led the way down several flights of stairs 
until she reached a trap-door. This she 
nervousiy opened and stepped down into a 
smail, dark basement room, ‘This is where 
I live,’ she said, and then burst into a flood 
of tears. * We have seen better days, but my 
husband is a drunkard and this is the best he 
can provide for me now.’ As I looked about 
the bare, comfortless room I thought sureiy 
this is a model drunkard’s home.“ 

Here is an extract from the diary of a Chi- 
cago deaconess: 

One day I heard ofa family in which a little 
child, about a year old was sick with diphtheria. 
This family was living in a very 258 base- 
ment, not kno that it was a very dangerous 
place. They had almost no furni- 
ture, and could not afford to buy 
any. When they came to the city they sold what 
furniture they had and lived on the proc for 
some months.

the Chicago Deaconess Home that similar in- 


stitutions began to spring up in many of the

larger cities. These deaconess homes are all 
under the care and patrouage of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, and are recognized and 
operated as a part of the vast philanthropic 
machinery of that denomination. In Decem- 
ber, 1888, the Elizabeth Gamble Deaco- 
ness Home was opened in Cifcinnati 
largely through the generosity of Mr. 
Gamble, the soap manufacturer. Miss 
Isabelle Thoburn, a sister of Bishop 
Thoburn of India, was its first Superintend- 
ent. Christ’s Hospital 1s conducted in con- 
nection with this enterprise. A little later 
New York Methodists 2 ther and estab- 
lished a Home.“ en Minneapolis fell 
into line, then Boston. In 1890 six such insti- 
tutions were founded, in St. Louis, Cleveland, 
Buffalo, Washington, Philadelphia, and Colo- 
rado Springs. The life of the Home is in- 
tensely objective. While nothing is lacking 
for the healthful development of the Christian 
life of the deaconesses, the thought is not 
centered on self, but rather on the work. The 
deaconess is not a recluse, Her occupation 
brings her into constant contact with the 
world, and she is entirely free from tendencies 
toward a morbid life. If she property 
it is her owa, unless she chooses 
to give some or all of it to the 
cause. She receives and writes letters with 
no espionage, If her friends are sick, or if 
her parents, becoming need her services 
she freely goes to them. A deaconess home, 
in short, is only a working basis, a place hav-

CROWNED WITH GOLD. 


AUTUMN’S FAIREST FLOWER HOLDS 
COURT IN THE FIELDS. 


Goldenred Tilumines with Its Radiance 
Waste Places Everywhere—Few Ameri- 
can Blossoms Have a Wider Range or 
Are to Be Found Under More Varying 
Circumstances—Over Eighty Species in 
This Country—At Least One of Them 
Possesses a Distinct, Pungent Odor. 

Autumn beckons with arms of gold. Vege- 
tation has caught the glow of the summer sun 
and now gilds the dusty landscape with yellow 
bloom. Goldenrod and wild sunflower illu- 
mine with their radiance the waste places 
everywhere, and the fullness of the season is 
complete in them. None of our native flowers 
is more universally admired than the golden- 

rod. Every carriage coming in from a 

country drive these daysis filled with it. 

Great bouquets of it are borne home by city 

workers returning from an autumn outing, 

and the farmers’ wives and children admire 


and gather it. In the affections of the people, 
it is to autumn what the violet is to May, the 
badge and emblem of her queenliness. Of 
this, its pride by right of birth and circum- 
stance, no one can rob it. Even should arbi- 
trary fortune fail to choose it as our national 
flower, an honor it justly deserves, its appear- 
ance in copse and field, by brook and roaaside 
will still be everywhere considered summer’s 
richest legacy, the witching skirmish-line of 
advancing autumn. It is the season’s flower 
by birthright. Man’s favor can add little to 
that bright crown of honor. 

Few American flowers have a wider range 
or are to be found under more varying cir- 
cumstances than the “bride of the autumn 
sun“ as one of our minor poets has happily 
called it. In marshes and dry copses, along 
barren hillsides and by fence rows, over ster- 
ile fields that have long refused the husband- 
man return, and in the wild woodland soil, the 
nodding racemes of some one or more of its 
many species throw their glint across the lana- 
scape, and the hum of bees and hornets gives 
the ocherous waste the sound of industry and 
thrift. Itis truly national in distribution. 
Its yellow blossoms may be found from Maine 
to California, from the lakes to the Gulf, on 
prairie and in the thick forest, in brackish 
swamps where the touch of the tide lingers, 
and — 1 8 of ia Mount-

Mexico, South America, and the West Indies, . 
and barely two in all the rest of the world. 
arding our species, however, there is much 
difference of opinion, Wood gives forty- 
eight, Gray but thirty-seven, and Coulter, in 
his flora of the Rocky Mountains, adds four 
more to Gray’s list. Other botanists in- 
guish as species many that Gray and Coulter 
considered as only varieties, and in this way 
the larger number is secured. It is certain, if 
Gray and Coulter are correct and the number 
of distinct species in the United States doee 


seventy important and well-marked varie- 
ties occur inthis country. This difference 
of scientific opinion regarding species and 
varieties is easily understood when the way 
different species crowd together is observed. 
Often within a radius of one hundred yards, 
and sometimes much less, three or four spe- 
cies may be distinguished. Side by side spe- 
cies may be found varying in a marked degree 
in leaf and floral arr ment. What won- 
der, under such conditions, that puzzling 
combinations occur, and botanists are con- 
fused as to whether they deserve to be digni- 
fied as fixed species or merely classed as pass- 
ing varieties! 

The early botanists called the family soli- 
dago from silidus and ago, to make whole, in 
a mistaken idea that it possessed a special 
healing virtue. Old herbalists declare it 
“one of the most noble wound-herbs, and 
prescribe tea of the young leaves, n or 
dry, as of special value. The one European 
species, which is also found in America, S. 

irgaurea, does contain a certain astringent 
and tonic principle, and our fragrant Ameri- 
can species, S. odora, has some carminative 
and diaphoretic qualities which make an in- 
fusion of it useful in relieving spasmodic 

ains and nausea, This last is quite possibly 
. to the aromatic, volatile oil that gives the 
species its fragrance. 

The common rambler as he gathers golden- 
rod rarely attempts to distinguish species. It 
is enough for him to admire and love the 
wands of autumn’s virgin gold without bother- 


ing to note the marked differences that are to 
be found in stalk and floral arrangement. 
Yet such study is of more than passing inter- 
est. Solidago nemoralis is one of the com- 
monest, most widely diffused species, as well 
as one that longest withstands the autumn 
froste.

Venetian-Like It Rose from the Waters of 
Lake Michigan Thirty-six Years Ago 
‘the Largest Station in the World— 
Great Railroad Men Who Began Their 
Careers There—A Young Man's Venge- 
ance—Fifty Dollars to Have a Man 
Killed—Old-Time Swindling Tricks. 
Just passing into the forgotten by this busy 
present there is in Chicago a worid-notable 
ruin which to many people—as the crumbling 
Parthenon to some modern Greeks—is merely 
the text for a jest, a thmg disgraceful, the 
target for cries of Away with it! And, 
reader, whoever, wherever you are, doubtless 
you have joined in this cry. 
But, just a moment. 
Dismiss your prejudice, and you shall be

Not otherwise than rich 
in incident can be a building through which, 
like this one, myriads of mankind have 
drifted in their journeying to and fro across 
the world; this mighty place of momentary 
tarrying while good-bys which oft meant wel- 
comes in only in eternity were said by 
mortals legion in number. 

Have no worry that these notes will lead 
into a labyrinth of statistics or commercial 
history; all that has been left untouched 
within the musty, dust-coated records that are 
moldering in the vaults of the two great 
railway corporations—the Illinois Central 
and the Michigan Central—whose early day 
enterprise reared their gigantic station-house 
the associations connected with which form 
the subject of these sketches. : 

Few people who have seen this building in 
late years ever imagined that the mode of 
construction followed in far-famed Venice 
was observed in its rearing. Such, however, 
is the case. It was builded upon water—Lake 
Michigan. The / work of its construction 
under the supervision of a Mr. Mason, who 
afterward became Mayor of Chicago and has 
since died—was completed in 1856 and result-

ed in a depot with a frontage of 166 feet on 
South Water street and having a depth of 
500 feet, with a height of main arch of 
66 feet.

The Noted Englishman Who Distinguished 
Himself as the Friend of the American 
Union During the Civil War—How 
Home Influences Affected His Life— 
Method of Preparing Speeches for Far- 
liament—He Loved Poetry—His Simple 
and Unostentatious Manner of Living. 

New Yor, Aug. 18.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—Few Englishmen have been better 
liked, or more deservedly, in America than 
the late John Bright. Perhaps we liked Mr. 

Bright because Mr. Bright liked us. He was 

always a champion of America, and never a 

more ardent one than in those dark days of 

the civil war, when for an Englishman to be 


a friend of the Union meant that he was 


a man of courage as well as judgment. 
Naturally, then, one of the most interesting 
articles in the forthcoming North American 
Review is the one in which his nephew, Mr. 
Charies McLaren, gives his reminiscences of 
John Bright. 

The whole life of John Bright, Mr. McLaren 
tells us, was colored by his home associations 
and training. His father used to read aloud 
to his children and explain to them the polit- 
ical history of England, while his literary tastes 
were formed and amply satisfied in the Quaker 
home life at Green Bank, where books filled 
the place of more frivolous amusements in the 
outside world. For the rest, his education 
was found in riding, fishing, cricket, and 80 
forth, in close assoviation with the sons of his 


father’s workpeople. And thus he grew up a 


practical, straightforward man, knowing and 
caring for his countrymen; an Englishman on 
the side of the English. 

Bright’s speeches were not always dashed off 
on the spur of the moment. He studied their 
form as well. as their subject, and his adher- 
ence from the first to good literatary models 
kept him from degenerating into the merely 
filpent speaker. Even his boyish letters, says 
his nephew, were works of art. ‘They 
breathed a tender sentiment which time never 
destroyed, and which gave a singular charm 
to his character. His devotion to his sister’s 
and his childhood’s home, where sweetbriar 
ana roses crept around the door, and pears 
and cherries climbed over the plain red walls, 
helped to create in his mind that sense of the 
beauty and dignity of domestic life which 
runs through his speeches and touches every 
English heart.“ 

Impressed’ by American Institutions. 

American institutions made a strong im- 
pression upon John Bright, and he was ac- 
cused of trying to Americanise those of 
England. ‘“ Alone,” says Mr. McLaren, “ he 
vindicated in Parliament the cause of the 
United States in its struggle with ‘ that great 
conspiracy against human nature,’ to use his 
own words, of the rebel South, It was his 
giant intiuence which kept the nation right 
on that question, and they and he together ex- 
tinguished the Whig and Tory plots against 
the Union to which the Palmerston cabinet, 
with the sanction of Lord John Russell and 
Mr. Gladstone, were lending a willing ear. 
No Englishman had a truer love for the great 
English Republic across the Atlantic than he. 

In his library at One Ash among the books 
and pictures that “tell the history of his 
political life, hang portraits of George Wash- 
ington and Abraham Lincoln, and the auto- 
graphs, framed, of both these great Presi- 
dents. A bust of John Bright alone with John 
Hampden among British statesmen, placed by 
Abraham Lincoln in the White House at 
Washington, remains today a tribute to his 
championship of the American cause. 

Although John Bright seldom made an un- 
successful speech,-he, according to his neph- 
„nervous, 
anxious, and irritable until his work was 
done. When his speech was over he was as 
happy and sympathetic as a child. If it was a 
speech in the House of Commons hé would 
retire to the members’ smoking- room or 
stand with his back to the fire in the division 
lobby and. surrounded by a group of parlia- 
mentary friends, run over the debate with 
trenchant humor. If it was a public meeting 
he would fall into his host’s easy chair with a 
cigar and talk far into the night on a thou- 
sand triviai topics to which his language lent 
a thousand charms.

monologue, which seemed to gather force and 
interest as the hours went by. All the genius 


of his matchless eloquence was there, directed’

As in his talk, soin his speeches, humor suc- 
ceeded pathos and indignation alternated 
with satire. The stréngth and purity of his 
language were in harmony with the rich 
vibration of his voice, and any lack of gesture 
was atoned for by the noble earnestness of 
his presence and the dramatic power of his 
mouth and eye. He touched his subject with 
a broad hand. 
coasting along, turning up every creek and ex- 
ploring it to its source before he can proceed 
on his way, but I have no talent for detail. I 
hold my course from headland to headland 
through the great seas. 
Bright Found Pleasure in Poetry. 

In the way of reading, poetry was an abid- 
ing pleasure with him. is favorite authors 
were Milton, Whittier, Longfellow, and 
Byron, and he loved to read their works aloud 
evening after evening to his children. He ex- 
plored the by- paths of literaturedor undiscov- 
ered poets. His memory was stored with 
poems, which he would repeat as he drove 
along in his quiet journeys with his sisters or 
children through Scotland or Italy. There 
is nothing. he used to say, which gives so 
much pleasure as poetry, except little 
children.’ 

Now and then he would jot down à verse or 
an epigram of his own in the album of a 
hotel. In the visitors’ book of a little High- 
land inn near Inverness he condensed ‘hes 
views on the land question in these words: 
In Highland glens tis far too oft observed 
That men are e away, and game preserved; 
Glen Urquhart is to me a lovelier glen, 

Here grouse and deer have not supplanted men. 

He interested himself in restoring to 
Michael Bruce, the poor Scotch schoolmaster 
and poet, the authorship of the exquisite lines 
to ‘The Cuckoo,’ which, after Bruce’s death, 
had been pilfered by Logan and published un- 
der the latter’s name; and he sealed his be- 
lief in the task by a pilgrimage to Bruce’s 
grave.

_ which the white staple passes before its final 


entrance into the mills or readiness for ship- 
ment to the looms of Europe and the North! 
Batacrude knowledge exists outside the 
business of the modes of transferring cotton 
from the field to the factory. To follow it 
through its intricate changes as it bursta from 
its shell in some Southern field; to see it torn 
trom its boll, rushed through the iron teeth of 
the gin, crushed almost into nothingness in 
the press, then onward through the marts of 
commerce, is to watch the development of a

mighty source of wealth and to follow the 
march of civilizatior led by this cobweb fiber 
drawn with irresistible tension upon the driv- 
ing-wheel of trade. It may therefore be interest- 
ing to the uninitiated to follow this fertile 
product of the field through the various stages 
of development to the side of a vessel in port. 


About two weeks after the time of planting 


the seed a row of tiny leaflets appears, just 
bursting from the moist earth: first two leaf- 
lets may be seen, and a few days afterwards 


the third appears. As soon as the third leaf. 


let is fully developed the cultivation begins. 
Not bearing the least resembiance to any 
weeds which infest the field, as in the case of 
other crops, the planter readily decides as to 
the nature of the sprout upon its first appear- 
ance. Where the sprouts are very thick the 
first process is to cut away the superfluous 


plants and concentrate all the fertilizing 


powers of the soil upon the most thrifty speci- 
mens. Where the plowing is thoroughly done 
the chopping out, as it is called, can be 
rapidly accomplished. If planted early in 
Aprd and well tended, the blossoms on the 
cotton will appear in the first days of June. 
No crop cultivated in the country is so 
beautiful as cotton. During the month of 
June the fields present the appearance of vast 
flower gardens. blossom resembles the 
hollyhock, and a pecuhar change of color 
takes place in it from day to day. Upon 
opening in the morning the flower will be of a 
pale straw color, by noon it will fade to pure 
white; in the afternoon a faint tinge of 
pink appears on the leaf, which de- 
 yelops into a per rose tint by the 
. (ellowing morning. On Sea Island cotton 
the bloom is always a pale yeliow. As the 
flowers fall away the forms.“ or young bolls, 
to-grow rapidly, at first angular in 
shape, the leaf forming a sort of tuft at the 
base. As it swells the lines grow rounder, al- 
though it never becomes quite spherical. As

ation requiring exceptional accuracy and 
memory. the moment of landing the 
cotton is under the protection of the city cot- 
ton stpnange, Levee inspectors carefully 
guard it from thieves, bad weather, and gen- 
eral damage, reporting directly to the ex- 
change, thus securing both planter and factor. 

Nowhere in the world, it is said, is freight 
do expeditiously handled as on the levee at 
New Orleans, and the quick discharge 
of a eargo of cotton seems re- 
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FIELDS, 


markable to those unfamiliar with 
the rapid method of unloading. A 
steamer arriving at 6 a. m. with 7,000 bales of 
cotton and 3,000 sacks of cottonseed on board 
discharges the immense cargo by noon,” and 
at 5 p. m. is steaming up the river for another 
load. Each factor has his favorite cotton- 
press to which all consignments are carried; 
each press its boss drayman, thoroughly 
familiar with the cotton firms storing in his 
press, and each drayman has from ten to 
twenty floats engaged in the work. As 
many as 350 floats are employed solely 
in handling cotton. On the lancing of a boat 
the press draymen inspect its manifest, not- 
ing the exact number of bales in the cargo 
belonging to the constituents of each press. 
The draymen are treated with the most im- 
plicit confidence by both boat and press offi- 
cials, being men of strict integrity. The 
drivers under them haul tne lots of each con- 
signee to their particular press, the discharg- 
ing Clerk taking a receipt for each lot. The 
yard cierk at each press has been apprised of 
the amount consigned and is in readiness to 
receive it. Gangs of yardmen are employed 
to handle the cotton while in charge of the 
press, the labor being equally divided in pro- 
portion to the size of the consignment. 

A cotton yard gang consists of a chief and 
two subordinates. The space between the 
posts supporting the roof, in a press, is called 
a store, each store holding from 80 to 100 


bales; each man in a gang is given one of 


these stores“ or piles. He knows just what 
cotton is in his store when a certain bale 18 
wanted, and no one but himself or his gang 
can touch a bale in his pile. : 

Arriving at the press, each lot is separated 
by the yard-men arranged in rows for 
The sampler employed by the 
factor makes a cut in each bale, obtaining a 
six ounce sample of the cotton, and wraps it 
in paper with the bale mark upon it. Then it 
is sent to the faetor’s office, 


the p the 
factor. reaching the factor’s office 
the sample is spread out on his sales-table for 
ins ion. ere cotton buyers through 
their brokers make their purchases. The 
cotton broker’s weigher is sent to the press to 
reweigh the cotton purchased, his classer re- 
samples it, classing it according to accepted 
8 ards as ordinaty, good ordinary, low 
middling, etc. bales are then ship- 
marked, or marked for the vessel, either 
with the initials of buyer or planter or — 
chosen sign, and with a number, as EE O—1 
By this series of markings it can be immedi- 
ately traced to the plantation from which it 
came should it be found when opened at the 
spinners’ in Europe to contain rocks, wood, 
or other foreign substances. 

A bale ordinarily pressed at the gin-house 
is too bulky to be taken in that:shape on ship- 
board. To afford all possible storage room 
on board ship mammoth steam compresses 
for the benefit and at the expense of the ship, 
squeeze the bale and diminish its size from 
three feet in thickness to about eight inches. 
Iron ds ate fastened or new ones substi- 
tuted, and a flat solid mass of cotton replaces 
the original symmetrical bale. Coiton hooks 
jerk bale out of the door tothe drays 
which transfer it to the ship. The shippi 
clerk gives the drayman a receipt to be signs 
by the representative of the vessel on its 
delivery; and the vigilant care of the cotton 
exchange is only relaxed when the cotton is 
safely in the ship’s hold. 

No single flake is lost. All loose cotton is 
ga up and weighed, and all samples are 
weighed and recorded. After reaching the 
ship it comes under the care of the Chief 
Levee Inspector and assistants, and a certili-

use, except in the rude native way, from 
which the famous Decca muslins, sometimes 
called webs of woven wind, are manufactured. 
On account of the extraordinury fineness of 
these fabrics it was imayined that India would 


prove a valuable field for the growth and culti- 


vation of cotton, and that a new supply would 
be obtained by the English spinner in- 
dependent of the Ameican product. A 
faithful experiment was made by seyeral 
Southern men thoroughly familiar with the 
practical details of cotton growing, but after 
working for six years they left the fiela with 
the conviction that owing to the soil and cli- 
mate of India it was impossible to produce 
there the higher grades of cotton. 

Egyptian cotton compares favorably with 
the American product, but the 8 is un- 
certain, owing to the dependence of all agri- 
cultural operations on the inundations of the 
Nile, the fluctuations being extreme and in- 
calculable. Dr. Livingston has furnished 
much information as to the capacity of the 
shores of Western Africa for the growth of 
cotton. The Africa cotton is superior to that 
from East India and in fineness and length of 
staple ranks next to Ame. ican cotton. 0 

Long before the advent of Cortez and Pizär-

ro the Mexicans and Peruvians seem to have 
understood the manufacture of cotton cloth. 
Columbus found the cotton plant growing 
wild in Hispaniola, and other explorers sub- 
sequently recognized it in the country border- 
ing op the Mississippi River. Toward the lat- 
ter end of the last century the West Indies 
shipped to England some 40,000 bales, at that 
time almost three-fourths of the cotton sup- 
ply. Considering the soil and climate of these 
islands it is believed that cotton culture will 
revive in place of sugar, which in turn sup- 
planted it sixty years ago. 

The first production of cotton in Brazil was 
almost simultaneous with the first raised in 
the United States. Up to the time of the 
Revolutionary war 8 little was raised in the 
British colonies of North America—now the 
United States—that no mention is made of it 
as one of America’s exports. Now it seems to 
be an established fact that England can feel 
no reliance for her cotton supply upon any 
other country than the United States, and the 
American supply is in general the most re- 
liable. The demand for manufactured goods 
throughout the world is so largely increasing 
that no part of the world during the present 
century offered or is likely to offer. so 
large a field with returns so certain and gen- 
erous as the cotton States of the North Amer- 
ican Republic.

the two places. A narrow river alone sep- 
arates them. These two towns, although gov- 
erned by different people, do not differ essen- 
tially. Ocean Grove is owned and controlled 
by certain Methodist associations, which elect 
from time to time as directors various clergy- 
men of that denomination. Asbury Park is 
governed as any other town, although Mr. 
Bradley, its founder, is the controlling spirit 
of the town and is practically its main direc- 
tor. 

These two towns are very great financial suc- 
cesses. The property has advanced in value 
with great rapidity and today it would be hard 
to find anywhere in the United States two more 
prosperous communities. The population of 
Asbury Park is more permanent in that the 
larger proportion remain the year round than 
at Ocean Grove. The two watering places are 
distinctively American. You may go through 
the length and breadth of the two places 
without meeting more than an occasional 
foreign face. The two places are celebrated 


* 


for the excellence of their accommodations 


and the cheapness of the cost of living. A 
hundred thousand transients come to these 


two places during the season. Everything is 


cheap. The best hotels do not charge over 
$10 a week for room and board, and good ac- 
commodations can be found in clean board- 
ing bouses for from $8 to $5a week. These 
two resorts, from their cheapness and the ex- 
cellence of their location, give many poor peo- 
ple an opportunity of spending their vacation 
at the seashore which they would not otherwise 
be able to do, 8 

The spirit of the administration of the two 
places is in aceordance with the early puri- 
tanism. There are strict regulations against 
the sale of liquor in either place. The Sunday 
local legislation is also strict. These regul a- 
tions are better observed possibly in Ocean 
Grove than in Asbury Park. There are also 
strict regulations concerning the use of the 
beach and the requirements in relation to bath- 
ing suits. These two resorts have received 
enormous advertising on account of the ridi- 
cule that is attached to these regulations. 
Men are not permitted to go in bathing wear- 
ing bathing tights. The skirts of the women 
bathers must be of a certain length. Stories 
have been told of men bathers being arrested 
who had no sleeves to their bathing suits, but 
many of these stories are exaggerations. The 
regulations for the bathing suits are well 
enough. People who don’t like that kind of 
thing need not go there. ! 

Rigid Beach Regulations. 

The most arbitrary control is maintained 
over the beach itself. The beach is one of the 
most magnificent strips of sand on the Atlan- 
tic coast. The stretch here is about four 
miles in length and 100 feet in width. It is 
snowy white and packed h by the ever- 
pounding surf. It is backed by a long, wide, 
broad sidewalk, railed in up and down, on 
which passes constantly a throng of visitors. 
The beach 1s occupied as no other beach 
in the world is occupied, with possibly 
the exception of the one at Scheveningen, 
Holtand. The beach, from morning to night, 
is covered with people. Men, women, and 
children, family groups, pairs, and single peo- 
ple, all lolling, reclining, never by any possi- 
bility standing up. The majority of the peo- 
ple burrow down and make a good bed in the 
sand and lie there for hours. Some bury 
themselves completely in the sand. Thousands 
of people thus reclining are warned bya 
great sign issued by the Board of Directors 
that no gentleman or lady will be per- 
mitted to assume an attitude upon the 
beach that he or she would not assume 
in his or her city home. This regulation 
appears to be construed with great laxity. It 
would be hard to imagine any city gathering 
for social purposes of several hundred people 
stretched out at full length in the various po- 
sitions found here on this bench. This mag- 
nificent beach is <A patrolled by the 
police after nightfi The electric light is

Among recent additions to the important 
collecuon of historical portraits at the Libby 
Prison War Museum is one deserving of more 
than passing notice. It is a portrait of Capt. 
Alexander Slidell MacKenzie, U. S. N., whose 
cruise in 1842 inthe brig Somers gave him un- 
happy notoriety. A mutiny among the crew, 
headed by Midshipman Philip Spencer, son of 
John C. Spencer of New York, at that very time 
Secretary of War under President Tyler, who was 
arrested, placed in double irons, and with two 
confederates executed at yardarm in mid-ocean. 
Upon MacKenzie’s return to New York indi- 
viduais censured him for uudue severity, but the 
tribunals to which he was amenable acquitted 
him of all blame.

tion. This is the inference which underlies al- 
most every American reference to Cabot, * 
cially just at the present juncture. It has 
not always been the cry America that 
Cabot was not to be named beside Columbus, 
for Americans have done fully as much as En- 
glishmen, if not more, to throwlight on the 
Cabots and their discoveries. But just at present 
the tendency is to make out that to Spain and to 
Columbus America owes everything, forgetting 
that so far as regards such unimportant trifles as 
laws, religion, language, and culture in general 
America is directiy indebted to the North rather 
than to the South of Europe, to the Teutonic 
rather than tothe Latin races. Now it appears 
to me strange that Americans, with an intense aad 
legitimate . in their ancestors, have been will- 
ing to their origin immediately to a power 
that has never had the distinctive American 
qualities to bestow and that could therefore never 
have given them to America. The United States 
immediately after the Declara 
ence were not strikingly different from the thir- 
teen colonies that existed immediately before that 
rand stroke for freedom; and latter were 

nquestionably of English origin. They were as 
English as Australia is today, let who will say 
the contrary, and Americans of culture take a 
pride in tracing back their individual! and nation- 
al ancestry through and beyond the English to 
the grand free peoples of the North, who time 
and again left their homes and settled in wild, 
uninhabited regions rather than submit to the 
tyranny and overbearing of any monarch. 

As for the interval of nearly acentury that 
elapsed before England took advantage of her 
discoveries, this was due to two causes: First, the 
state of England, enfeebled with long civil wars, 
and therefore unable to proceed at once to the 
work of colonization; and secondly, the fact that 
Spain gave notice through her Ambassadors that 
tne New World belon to her and to Portugal, 
and warned England off from all such enterprises. 
It took the century in question for the English 
first to recover their dash and energy, and then to 
turn these qualities against the King of Spain, 
with the assurance of victory. Yet during this 
period the shores of the New World were not de- 
serted by the English, for we find by an act of 2 
Edw. VI. (1548), that the Newfoundland fisheries 
were much resorted to by English vessels. 

The close connection between the Cabots, the 
colonization of Virginia, the dispute with Spain, 
and the struggle between the old and the re- 
formed religions is well shown in a work by a dis- 
tinguished Virginian, Mr. Alexander Brown, who 
says in a bidgraphical note on Cabot: It seems 
almost certain that Europeans had discovered 
America at_much earlier aates, but Cabot fur- 
pishes the first definite “ey point for English 
claims, and Columbus for the Spaniards; though 
it may be that Americus Vespucius saw the conti- 
nent before either of them. Columbus never saw 
any part ofthe territory of the United States. 
As a nation we trace back to the discoveries of 
John Cabot. We do not trace back to Columbus,

1 
To sum up in a word what was desired by the 
authors of the World's Fair and Pan-American 
policy, it was to undo the work of England from 
1497 onwards, and to obliterate the downfall of 
Spain and the successful colonizauon by her con- 
queror, England, of the shores of North America.
